London, Jan. 3. — The non-arrival of 
the Allan lino steamship Hungarian, 
which sailed from Greenock, Scotland, 
on December 14, and is now a week 
overdue at Portland, Me., leads ship- 
ping agencies to believe that she has 
fallen In with the Canadian Pacific 
liner Mount Royal, which left Antwerp 
on December 7, and is now long over- 
due at St. John, N. B. The course of 
tho Hungarian would naturally cross 
that of tho Mount Royal, and under- 
writers would not be surprised to heas 
that the Mount Royal is being towed 
by the - Hungarian. Acting upon this 
view of the Mount Royal, tho insur 
ance rate on that vessel has been re- 
duced to twenty .guineas from the 
twenty-five guineas which ruled on 
Thursday. 

Tho Mount Royal has on board 304 
passengers, mostly Italians and Rus- 
sian Jews, in addition to the crew of 
more than 100 men. She is not fitted 
with wireless tolegraph apparatus, and 
therefore could not communicate with 
passing vessels or with any port until 
she is •actually sighted. 

The heavy gales which have prevail- 
ed along the Irish coast for the past 
few days still continue, and homeward 
bound Atlantic liners are experiencing 
a rough time. The White Star liner 
Baltic, from New York, which arrived 
off Queenstown at 10.50 a. m. today, 
was unable to communicate with the 
port, and was obliged to proceed to 
Liverpool without landing any pas- 
sengers or despatches destined for Ire- 
land. 

Portland, Me., Jan. 3. — Tho Allan lino 
officials hero say they think the 
steamer Hungarian will Teach Port- 
land in a few days. All Incoming 
steamers report a succession of heavy 
fjfates, and it is thought botsltorous 
weather has delayed the Hungarian. 
She Is i: slow boat, and-was out twenty 
davs from Glasgow on one of her 
trips last winter. She has been out 
twenty days on this trip.

Newark, N. J., Jan. 3.— Frank Elnert, 
a friend of Mrs. Theodore S. Whit- 
more, of Brooklyn, today viewed tho 
body of tho mysteriously murdered 
woman found in the Passaic river a 
few days ago, and Identified it as Mrs. 
AVhitmore. Whltmore is a Brooklyn 
motorman. He viewed the body last 
night, but declared he was unable to 
say whether or not It was that. of his 
wife. Today he told the police it might 
bo she. He said his wife had been 
missing for some time. 

Mrs. Susan Smithers, of the borough 
of the Bronx, visited the morgue this 
afternoon and identified the body. as 
that of her sister, Mrs. Lela Whltmore, 
wife of Theodore S;' Whitmore, the 
Brooklyn motorman. 

Following a searching examination, 
during which many incldonts of his 
life were laid bare, Theodore S. Whlt- 
more, the husband, was held by the 
New Jersey police tonight, as a sus- 
pect in the death of Lena Whltmore, 
who was beaten Insensible, stripped of 
her clothing and drowned in a pond on 
the Hackensack Meadows in Harrison, 
on the morning of December 21. Whit- 
more, who had been detained in New 
York, was taken to Harrison tonight, 
and having identified his wife's body, 
was rigorously questioned by the 
authorities. The nature of his testi- 
mony determined the police to keep 
him within the jurisdiction of the local 
courts.

Ottawa, Jan. 3. — A Dad street car 
smash occurred this afternoon on tho 
St. Patrick street bridge, whereby ono 
man was killed and several persons 
were injured. A street car dashed 
head-on lnt.0 a freight train standing 
on the level crossing and was smash- 
ed to pieces. 

A German named August Waunk, 52 
years old, who was working in a ditch 
beside tho track, was killed instantly. 

Besides the conductor and motorman 
there were four persons in tho car. All 
were injured more or less seriously. 

The accident is unaccountable. Ela- 
gel, tho motoman, seems to have boon 
looking around him, paying little at- 
tention to the progress of the ear, 
which was travelling at a fair speed. 
The engineer of the freight train 
claims that he blow his whistle first 
when the car was 400 yards away, and 
blew it several times afterwards. 



AVashington, Jan. 3. — Further infor- 
mation than that afforded yesterday 
relative to tho contents of the com- 
munication from Ambassador O'Brien 
transmitting from Tokio tho Japanese 
reply to his memorandum dealing 
with the immigration question, was 
refused at tho state department to- 
day. This is tho invariable rule in 
cases where negotiations are still in 
progress, arid the inference is that al- 
though, as officially stated, Mr. 
O'Brien regarded the Japanese answer 
as evincing a satisfactory disposition 
towards the American desires, the re- 
ply is not conclusive. 

It is not understood that these ex- 
changes arc negotiations In the ordi- 
nary sense, or that a treaty Is to be 
forthcoming as tho result. But it Is 
expected that the Japanese govern- 
ment will in some formal manner reg- 
ister Its plan of preventing emigration 
of coolies to the United States, 'and 
when tho assurance on tills point has 
taken satisfactory form the adminis- 
tration will see that Congress is ac- 
quainted with the fact and be thereby 
relieved from tho necessity of enact- 
ing any legislation looking to tho ex- 
clusion of Japanese immigration as a 
whole. 

Attempts in that direction already 
have been made by tho Pacific coast 
representatives, and if the President 
is ablo to convince congress that tho 
Japanese government is in good faith 
endeavoring to do by international 
regulations what it Is proposed to do 
hero by statutory law, namely, slop 
the influx of Japanese coolies, ho will 
find It necessary to veto any such 
legislation.

prompt despatch of heavy artillery 
to the fortress. Replying to these let- 
ters today, Count Witte explicitly de- 
clares that ho was opposed to the es- 
tablishment either of a military or 
a commercial port In Chinese terri- 
tory, and says that the policy of leas- 
| ing the Kwang Tung peninsula and 
extending the railroad lino thither, 
was adopted over his head.

— The wage 
dispute between cotton spinners and 
mill owners, on account of which the 
operatives in the Oldham mills struck 
several weeks ago, reached a crisis to- 
day, when 96 per cent of the masters 
declared themselves In favor of a 
lockout If tho strikers did not yield by 
January 18.

— Militia. to- 
night were ordered to Muncle, and 
will arrive In the morning. Martial 
law will not be declared, but the sol- 
diers will assist the police to main- 
tain order during the carmen's strike. 



Suburbanites Rebel 

Paris, Jan. 3. — Three thousand sub- 
urbanites residing along the Western 
railroad, exasperated by continuance 
of delays in transit, through which 
they lose hours' in pay daily and some 
times even are dismissed by their em- 
ployers, today wrecked the offices at 
the Saint Laz.aro terminus of the rail- 
road, and for an hour hold the police 
at bay. They were finally dislodgeiV 
by tho fire department which played 
streams from two lines of hose upon 
them. The railroad officials claim that 
tho delays today were due to the ex- 
treme cold causing the signal wires to 
break. 



Narrow Escape From Fire 

New York, Jan. 3. — One hundred 
members of the Daughters of Liberty 
barely escaped with their lives to- 
night when fire swept through Wav- 
crly hall, a four story brick building 
of Brooklyn, in the top of which tho 
Daughters were holding an entertain- 
ment. 



Ontario's Railway Taxation 

Toronto, Jan. 3. — The total Income 
from the provincial railway tax was 
$370,364 In 1006, as compared With 
$300,000 In 1907, or an increase of 
$13,036.

Tho case 
grows out of a criticism by tho Free 
Press of tho purchase of envelopes for 
tho transcontinental railway commis- 
sion through a commission house In 
Toronto, which was brought out in an 
inquiry made by tho public accounts 
committee of the Houso of Commons 
last February. 



Fines for Libels. 

Quebec, Jan. 3. — An important judg- 
ment was rendered this morning by 
Judge Lemleux in the case of Premier 
Gouin against the Evenement for libel- 
lous articles published in that paper 
last February. The damages claimed 
wero $400, while there were also claims 
by several members of tho Gouin cabi- 
net. Judge Lemleux declared that tho 
articles were published maliciously and 
In bad faith. In the Gouin case the 
fine was $50 and costs, and in the 
cases of tho ministers $25 and costs. 
The Evenement in the articles com- 
plained of called Premier Gouin and 
his cabinet a lot of fools. 



London, Jan. 3. — The failure of an- 
other alliance of English nobility with 
a woman of wealth became public this 
evening, when the Countess of Yar- 
mouth, who was Alice Thaw, of Pitts- 
burg, a daughter of Mrs. Wm. Thaw, 
and sister of Harry K. Thaw, whose 
second trial for the murder of Stan- 
ford White, will begin next Monday in 
New York city, applied to the divorce 
court for annulment of her marriago 
with tho Earl of Yarmouth. 

The court has ordered that the pro- 
ceedings be held in camera, and tho 
papers are being kept secret. The only 
inkling obtainable of the charges pre- 
ferred is a statement to tho effect that 
the natm'e of the medical evidence 
to be given makes a public hearing 
inadvisable. 

The Countess of Yarmouth is stay- 
ing at Park Hall, near Evesham, 
Worcestershire, a magnificent, coun- 
try Beat which she has leased, d.ecorat-. 
ed and refurnished with lavish ex- 
pense. She declines to comment on , 
the case. The Earl of Yarmouth could 
not be found in his usual London 
haunts tonight, and it is supposed he 
is on the continent, where he spends 
much of his time. It has been well 
known for two years that the domestic 
affairs of the Yarmouths wero most 
unhappy. The earl's companions and 
his manner of living were such that 
he could not glva his wife the posi- 
tion in society she had a right to ex- 
pect. She supplied immense 'sums to 
defray her husband's extravagance, 
and her friends say she has con- 
ducted herself with dignity throughout 
the troubles resulting from the un- 
happy marriage and her brother's dif- 
ficulties. 

The Hertford family, the head of 
which is the Earl of Yarmouth's father 
and to fho head of w.hich the Earl ,iq 
heir, ho being thef eVdest son of the 
sixth Marquis • of Hertford, is one of 
the oldest and proudest of tho British 
nobility. ■ The notoriety brought upon 
the family through its indirect con- 
nection with the Thaw murder case 
was galling, and this climax to tho 
oldest son's marriago to Alice Thaw 
is a bitter pill. The Marchionness of 
Hertford, who has stood by her 
daughtcr-ln-law throughout her trou- 
bles, and has exerted herself to re- 
concile the couple, is prostrated with 
grief. The Countess herself has suf- 
fered from the strain of the past year. 
Her friends say she has grown thin 
rapidly, and has a worried look. They 
have advised her to remain in Eng- 
land until after the divorce proceed- 
ings, but the Counters desires to re- 
turn to the United States for her 
brother's second trial, and is unde-, 
elded which course she will pursue. 

Last summer, on the .advice of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Lander Carnegie, her 
brother-in-law and sister, who wero 
with her two months, the Countess de- 
cided to seek the aid of a divorce 
court. It was intended to defer this 
action until after the second trial of 
Harry Thaw In New Y r ork, but tho 
delay in bringing the case to trial led 
to a change of plans.

Year's Bank Clearings 

New York', Jan. 3, — The bank clear- 
ings for the year at nearly all the cities 
in the United States, as reported by 
It. G. Dun it Co., reflected larger set- 
tlements throughout the banks than 

in any preceding year, nolhwlthstand- 
Ing the restrictions in payments during 
the last three months, Omitting New 
York city, where the smaller value of 
stock market operations reduced the 
vohimo of bank settlements very ma- 
terially, the! total exchanges for thi 
year are $57,588,511,962, an increase of 
4:,'. per cent, compared with 100(1, and 
4,11 per cent, over the iiguies of 1905. 
There Is a small loss in New England 
and the middle Atlantic states, due 
almost wholly to losses at Boston and 
Philadelphia, but in allyothor sections 
of the country an Incroftse is shown. 



Hard times have come for the coast- 
ing schooners which ply between Pa- 
Ciflc coast ports of the United States, 
a distinct type ot vessel of which about 
75 are used, and ten or twelve have 
already been tied up with the prospect 
that at least twenty more may go into 
retirement for a time, all on account 
o'' the slackness of business and the 
high wages demanded by crews. Many 
coasting sailing vessels are also being 
tied up. 

F. W. Hibbs, of the Mo ran ship- 
yards, recently read a paper before the 
Se -iety of Naval, Architects and Murine 
Engineers at New York discussing the 
steam schooner type of vessel from the 
point of view of the marine architect. 
The address is reproduced In (lie 
Nautical Gazette .accompanied by pho- 
tographs of many coasting steam 
schooners used on the Pacilic coast. In 
part Mr. Hibbs said: 

"These vessels are built similarly to 
the sailing schooner, with greater pro- 
portionate beam than the ordinary 
steamer,, with high freeboard, great 
sheer forward, a topgallant forecastle 
and raised quarter deck. There is a 
midship deckhouse over the machinery, 
with a very high bridge deck and a 
small deckhouse on the bridge deck, 
With a small passenger accommodation. 
They have low power and are built to j 
very heavy scantlings, and are the 
staunchest vessels that are seen on the 
coast. They carry large deck cargoes 
of lumber, and are regarded as the 
most profitable type of coasting cargo 

"The timber used for shipbuilding is 
variously known as Douglas 11 r, yellow 
fir and Oregon pine; though practical- 
ly' the same In Its general characteris- 
tics. The wonderful growth of the trees 
with girths of over thirty feet, reach- 
ing a height in some instances of 300 
feet, one-half of which is without a 
limb and of comparatively slight timer, 
the perfectly straight and true, grain 
of the wood, its close fibor, toughness, 
strength and elasticity practically 
equal to white oak, and superior to 
the yellow pine of the Southern Stales, 
combined with a lighter weight than 
either; the readiness with which it is 
obtained and the ease of working it, 
altogether offer unequalled possibilities 
in the way of timbers for shipbuilding 
purposes." 

A list of the steam schooners owned 
In San Krahciseo appears in connec- 
tion with the article. This list gives a 
total of KM vessels owned In San 
Kranclseo alone, :10J of which are com- 
pleted nnd running, 25 under construc- 
tion In shipyards on tho Pacilic coast, 
and X building in the. east or on the 
way out from the east. These 134 ves- 
sels of a total of 01,105 net tons, and 
05,897 Indicated horse power, have a 
total carrying capacity of 89,705 square 
feet of lumber. The engineers, firemen, 
oilers and stewards of this licet alone 
number SS8 men. 



COURT'S DECISION 

IN HARDEN S CASE 



German Editor is Sentenced to 
Imprisonment for Four 
Months

Berlin, Jan. 3. — The notorious Har- 
den -Von Moltko libel suit came to an 
end this evening, when tho accused 
editor of the Die Zukunft was sentenc- 
ed to four months' imprisonment and 
ordered to pay the entire costs of both 
the present and former trials. 

When tho court re-assembled at a 
quarter to six this evening the scene 
was an impressive one. The five 
judges constituting the penal bench 
took their seats, with the president of 
the court In the centre. The only 
lawyers present were the state attor- 
ney and the attorneys for the defense. 
Maxmillian Harden and Count Von 
Moltke sat on opposite sides of the 
courtroom, which was crowded to its 
fullest capacity. 

The president of the court at once 
delivered his judgment. Deep 'silence 
prevailed, and he spo^e in a sonorous 
voice straight at the accused man. Tho 
president said in spile of the prisoner's 
'assertions that the insinuations con- 
tained in the. article which appeared in 
Die Zukunft. referred merely to the 
scientific and artistic leanings of Count 
Von Moltke and Prince Philip Zu Eu- 
lenberg, and that they had nothing 
whatever to do with Immoral or un- 
natural practices, it was e.ident that 
if this was the meaning it had been 
intended to convey, the articles were 
senseless and purposeless. There was 
no doubt, the president of the court de- 
clared, that Harden had meant to Im- 
ply that Count Von Moltke was pos 
sessed of unnatural inclinations, while! 
his reference to the Intercourse be- 
tween Count Von Moltke and Zu Eul- | 
enberg certainly left the impression I 
that illicit relations existed. Tho in- I 
tention of the prisoner was to degrade 
Count Von Moltke and Prince Zu I 
Eulenberg in the eyes of the public. 

The proceedings had proved the 
charges by Harden were absolutely 
without foundation. Both the count and) 
the prince were men or artistic tastes, 
whose friendship, dating from their 
youth, had grown stronger with tho 
passing of years. Harden had found- 
ed his charges primarily on statements 
which he asserted had been made by 
the late Prince Von Biscmarck, who, if 
lie really did say these things, had done 
so in a moment of anger against cer- 
tain men. Then Harden had received 
communications from Mrs. Von Elbe, 
the divorced wife of Count Von Moltke, 
an hysterical woman, who was embit- 
tered against the man to whom she had 
been unhappily married, and the as- 
sertions made by Dr. Sechweninger, 
who was at one time physician to 
Prince. Bismarck, undoubtedly wore 
biased. Harden, the president went 
oVi, had never attempted to obtain 
proofs against men Occupying promin- 
ent positions. Had these proofs been in 
existence they could easily have been 
had. No serious- minded writer should 
dare, for a political object, to attempt 
to injure the honor of others. All I he 
charges had been utterly disproved 
during tho trial, and Harden could have 
disproved his charge.-? himself before 
publishing his articles. Even the noto- 
rious incident when Von Moltko was 
seen kissing a handkerchief which be- 
longed 'to Zu Eulenberg had boon 
shown to be perfectly harmless, and 
the allegation that Von Moltke used 
cosmetics had bean equally dispos- 
ed of. 

"Count Von Moltko," said tho presi- 
dent of tho court in conclusion, "leaves 
■this court with his name and his honor 
untarnished, and nothing whatever has 
been proved against Prince Philip Zu 
Eulenberg. No fine would sufficiently 
punish Harden for Ids offenso, and I 
must thereby sentenco him to impri- 
sonment. But in consideration of tha

Maxmillian Harden, editor of Die- 
Zukunft, became convinced some time 
ago from certain conversations with 
Mrs. Von Elbe, divorced wife of Count 
Kuno Von Moltke; Dr. Schweninger, 
who was physician to the late Prince 
Von Bismarck, Princess Charlotte, of 
-Saxe-Meiminger, a sister of Emperor 
William, and others that the Emperor 
was surrounded by a camarilla that 
exerted a great and injurious influence 
on his decisions in political matters, 
and that the members of this group, 
particularly Prince Philip Zu Eulen- 
berg, who was at one time German 
ambassador at Vienna, General Count 
Kuno Von Moitke, who was formerly 
military governor of Berlin, and Gen- 
eral Count Wilhelm Von Hohenau, ex- 
I commander of the guard corps, were 
men of abnormally vicious tendencies 
and practices. In an effort, according 
to his own statements, to break up this 
ring for the good of the country. Har- 
den began to publish a series of arti - 
cles in his magazine.

BETTER, BIGGER FAIR 
THAN EVER BEFORE 

Agricultural Association Will 
Replace Destroyed Build- 
ings 



Tho B. C. Agricultural association 
will lose no time in making arrange- 
ments for the oroc.tion of new and 
moro suitable and 'Commodious build- 
ings to replace those recently desj 
troyed by fire. Not only will every 
effort bo made to have the buildings 
in readiness for the forthcoming fail- 
but attention will' be paid to making 
every department of this year's show 
the best in the history of the associa- 
tion. It is expected to spend about 
.$50,000 on new buildings, a main 
building, machinery hall, poultry shed, 
dairy building, increased racing 
stables and cattle sheds, and a res- 
taurant. 

At a special meeting of the associa- 
tion held last evening at the city hafl 
to discuss what steps should be taken 
in view of recent destruction of the 
fair buildings the utmost enthusiasm 
prevailed^ The determination . was 
generally expressed that the annual' 
fair should not only be held but 
should be made better than ever. The' 
executive committee, consisting of Dr. 
Tolmie, George Sangster, Mayor Mor- 
ley and J. Smart, was requested to 
act as a committee, with power to add 
to its number to obtain all necessary 
data and to report to another meeting 
to bo held not later than March 1. 
Data will be secured from all the lead- 
ing Canadian cities where fairs aro 
held and the intention is to have the 
plans prepared so that from year to 
year it will bo possible to make ad- 
ditions. The association is of tho 
opinion that tho plans to be obtained 
should be comprehensive in every de- 
tail. With this end in view tho com- 
mittee desires that any person having 
suggestions to make relativo to tho 
best method of improving tho fair 
and making the buildings what they 
are intended to be, thoroughly suited 
to the fair, should communicate with 
the secretary, Mr. Smart. 

Mr. Helmcken Writes 

On calling tho meeting to order 
Mayor Morley, president of the as- 
sociation, read a letter from H. Dallas 
Helmcken, K.C., expressing, the lat- 
ter's regret at not being able to at- 
tend the meeting. In his letter Mr. 
Helmcken said: 

"I always have been ar ardent be- 
liever In the benefits to be derived 
from the holding of the agricultural 
exhibition and it would be a pity af- 
ter all the exertion that hay been 
put forth to make tho association 
tho success it has proved to be and 
after the corporation has expended so 
much money on the buildings, that 
there should be the slightest dispos- 
ition to discountenance tho construc- 
tion of fresli buildings. 

"I am of the opinion that it wou^d, 
be desirablo to re-aflirm a resolution 
for tho holding of the next annual 
exhibition and that it would be des- 
irable to have, buildings erected in 
keeping with the importance of the 
city of Victoria, and for this purpose 
a special committee should be ap- 
pointed to gather all necessary data 
and report at an early meeting with 
the result of their inquiries so that 
in the erection of new buildings, Vic- 
toria would have the Jatest, up-to- 
date buildings." 

Mr. Helmcken desired the members 
of the association to know that he is 
in perfect sympathy with the main- 
tenance of tho Agricultural show for 
the city. 

Approves Suggestions 

Mayor Morley thought tiiat the 
meeting could do nothing better than 
to follow Mr. Helmcken's suggestion. 
The association had suffered what 
looked like a considerable loss, but the 
recent fire would, he thought, prove 
a blessing in disguise. The build- 
ings were old, and unsuited to a fair 
of the size of that of Victoria. Now 
the association had an opportunity of 
making a complete up-to-date layout. 
The old buildings had been huddled 
together with no semblance of order 
or utility. Last year's fair was with- 
out doubt the best in the history of 
the city. He thought that the new 
buildings should be built in such man- 
ner that the money would not be put 
into one single building but into sev- 
eral. 

There Wi!! Bs Fair 

George Sangster called attention to 
statements which had been published 
in a Vancouver paper to the effect 
that Victoria would have no fair this 
year. It had never been suggested 
that there should bo no fair. A -evo- 
lution re-afTirming the desirability of 
holding the fair this year was unani- 
mously and enthusiastically passed. 

The mayor stated that about $10,000 
insurance would be collected on ac- 
count of the old buildings. He did 
not think there was any doubt but 
that tho city w.ould let the association 
have tho money. In view of the fact 
that the fair attracted so many out- 
siders bore, and, it had been estimated 
over $100,000 had been spent In the 
city during fair week, it would bo 
well worth the city's while to spend 
a few thousand dollars to improve 
and make tho fair the best in the 
country. 

It was explained by tho secretary 
that the ownership of the land and 
buildings is vested in the city and the 
agricultural association did not 
shoulder any responsibility other than 
to keep tho show running. 

All Data Possible 

Dr. Tolmie suggested getting all 
data possible from other Canadian 
cities and a comprehensive plan not 
only for the Immediate future but for 
future years. Unless something of 
this nature were secured the build- 
ings would be as big a jumble as be- 
fore. 

James Manton thought that possibly 
the agricultural hall could be located 
nearer the centre of tho city, where it 
could be used for other purposes. As 
it is at present the hall is only used 
for a week a.nd stands idle tho bal- 
ance- of the year. Were It located 
nearer tho heart of tho city it could 
bo made a revenue producer, Mr. 
Manton suggested somewhere In the 
neighborhood of Quadra street. 

Dr. Tolmie was not in favor of mov- 
ing the hall away from the fair grounds. 
Victoria, he declared, possessed one 
of the finest fair grounds m the coun- 
try. In other cities the grounds were 
located farther away from the city 
than was tho case hero. "While the 
grounds may at present be somewhat 
far out, the city is rapidly growing, 
and tho tlmo Is not far distant when 
tho grounds will be right Inside tho 
city. Tn Vancouver It Is proposed to 
erect buildings for fair purposes quite 
four miles i'rom tho centre of the city. 
But ho wished to impress upon tho 
meeting, tho necessity of getting all

George Sangster pointed out that 
Calgary, a littlo more than half the 
size of Victoria has recently passed 
a bylaw to raise $35,000 for the pur- 
pose of the Dominion fai>- this year 
and ho thought that Victoria, could 
take a leaf from Calgary's book. 

In view of the fact that the pro- 
vincial government has made a grant 
to tho Now Westminster fair it was 
suggested that perhaps the govern- 
ment would also contribute something 
to the Victoria fair, As soon as the 
plans have been obtained the associ- 
ation could then go to the government 
and city with, a request for financial 
aid. 

Ask Government Aid 

Dr. Tolmie also suggested that tho 
secretary bo instructed to go ahead 
and prepare for tills year's show and 
tho following committee was appoint- 
ed: H. Dallas Helmcken, Goldio Wilson 
and D. R. Ker, to wait upon tho four 
local members of tho legislature, In 
conjunction with tho association exe- 



cutive, with a view of obtaining finan- 
cial aid towards tho now buildings. 

Suggestions were made as to im- 
provements which 'should be made for 
the forthcoming fair. Better accom- 
modation is required for the poultry 
exhibit, and In fact every department 
Will be given more commodious quart- 
ers. Those Interested in the different 
departments are requested to send in 
hints and suggestions to the secretary 
in order that they may be given at- 
tention when the full plans are being 
drawn up. 

Dr. Tolmie declared that what was 
wanted was to make the Victoria fair 
truly representative of tho province. 
The fruit, poultry, sheep, and in fact 
every one of the rapidly growing in- 
dustries, should be featured and 
brought to tho attention of the many 
Visitors, Sports should also bo en- 
couraged and everything done to make 
tho fair what they all wanted It to be, 
the best of its kind in tho Dominion. 
Efforts will be made to interest every 
district on the ■ island and mainland 
and while it was pointed out that there 
Is little probability that tho smaller 
fairs would close and join in with 
Victoria it was none tho less appre- 
ciated that more co-operation could 
be shown.

ed a beautiful city." There is so much 
force '.in this, that we feel indisposed 
to say very much more .about the.. at- 
tractiveness of the place, iintil a de- 
termined beginning has been made in 
the iairectldn 6t improvements. There 
is not the least use in shutting our 
eyes as citizens to the fact that the 
central part of the city is very shabby 
looking in many places. Neither is 
there any doubt that, if the citizens 
are to be put on short allowance of 
water, the shabbiness will extend in 
a greater degree every year to the 
residential sections. Therefore the 
duty of the city government is to im- 
prove the streets and get us plenty 
ot water. 

But there is a duty resting upon 
individuals, to which we have refer- 
red in the past, and intend to refer 
to from time to time, until we have 
produced some impression upon the 
minds of those with whom the remedy 
lies. It is to clean up private unoc- 
cupied property, replace broken-down 
shacks by decent buildings and paint 
those wooden houses, which now look 
so abominably dingy and dirty. The 
city authorities cannot do very much 
in this direction. They have ordered 
the demolition of some eyesores, but 
they have not compelled the owners 
of the land, on which the buildings 
stood, to clean up the premises. Per- 
haps they have no authority to do so. 
There are some other buildings, which 
ought to be pulled down very soon, 
if their owners do not at 'a_very early- 
day replace them with better struc- 
tures. We "suppose there is no author- 
ity vested' in any city official to com- 
pel a man to paint his house, the 
more's the pity. 

We submit to property owners if the 
Colonist or the Times is justified in 
proclaiming this city as a beauty spot, 
If they propose to continue to permit 
their property to be a disfiguration of 
what might very easily be made an 
exceedingly attractive place. It is all 
very well to talk about our beautiful 
suburbs, and too much cannot be said 
about them, but the visitors, from 
whose patronage the city expects so 
much do not get their impressions 
from the suburbs'. A recent comer 
to the city said that he had heard so 
much 'of the beauty of the. place that, 
when he got off the steamer and wont 
up town and spent a. day or two walk- 
ing about the central part of the city, 
ho was profoundly disappointed and 
came to the conclusion that it was the 
dirtiest and most unattractive plaes he 
had ever got Into. Later he went out 
into the suburbs, and then his thought 
became one of wonder that so beauti- 
fully a situatqd place should present 1 
such a condition to those, who have 
not time to go out of the business 
section. 



Thomas Shaiighhessy at once directed 
that; work should be started. _ — 

Tills is very Interesting for two rea- 
sons. One of them Is that it will give 
employment to a large number of men, 
and ought substantially to solve the 
dilliculty of getting work experienced 
by men fit for such labor, and It will 
furnish a stimulus to business' at' a 
time when normally things arc likely 
to be a little <iu}\. At the most favor- 
able time tho beginning of active rail- 
way construction would be welcomed 
by any community from a business 
point of view, and it will bo doubly 
welcomed at a time, when there has 
been a slackening in most industrial 
lines. 

The beginning of work is of great 
interest from another point of view. 
It is the first step toward? the realiza- 
tion'' of tho long-dcslrcd development 
of the Island. Colonist readers, who 
have' followed the course of this jour- 
nal in regard to this work, will ap- 
preciate the pleasure wo experience in 
being able to make the announcement 
referred to. The long looked-for be- 
ginning is about to be made, and no 
one familiar with the history of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway will need any 
assurance of the company's intentions 
to continue its enterprise until the 
possibilities of available business have 
been fully met. We may all rest con- 
fident that the orders issued by Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy are only the pre- 
liminary step to the opening of the 
Island on a broad and comprehensive 
scale. 

We feel justified in saying that tho 
public at large will greatly appreciate 
the forethought of the government in 
pressing the Importance of an early 
beginning of work upon the railway 
people and the prompt action of Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy.

ABOUT METERS 

We are hardly able to understand 
the attitude of the Times in regard 
to the water by-law. Our contempor- 
ary has been a persistent and consist- 
ent opponent of the universal adop- 
tion of meters, and yet it supports a 
proposal one of the essential features of 
which is the very thing to which it 
has objected and still objects. It 
asks the Mayor for enlightenment 
upon the course to be pursued; but 
wo are at a loss to see what the. 
Mayor can say on the subject that 
is not already said in the by-law as 
printed in our contemporary's own 
columns. 

The proposed . by-law recites that 
the city council retained Mr. Adams 
•to report on a plan for the improve- 
ment of the water supply and un- 
dertook to submit it to the r-atepayers 
"without any amendment whatever." 
In his report, or rather in that part 
of it which is submitted to the rate- 
payers, Mr. Adams recommends "the 
metering of all services and the sale 
of water hereafter exclusively by that 
method," In . the specification of the 
services fur which money is asked 
by the council is the item: "Fur- 
nishing and placing 3,750 meters." 
In the face of these considerations 
how can our contemporary expect to 
gain any information from Mayor 
Morley "with reference to the policy 
they intend to pursue?" If the by- 
law is adopted, there will be no ques- 
tion of policy involved, but only the 
use of money voted by tho ratepayers 
for a specific purpose, -and that it is 
to provide the city with a water sys- 
tem, a part of which shall be the ex- 
clusive use of the system of, meters. 
And this, as eiur contemporary points 
out, we are to havo for the next twen- 
ty-five years. We quite appreciate 
the desirability of avoiding needless 
expenditure for water or anything 
else required by the city, but we con- 
fess to great objection to any large 
expenditure which contemplates the 
universal adoption of meters. Our 
contemporary says: "Wo know what 
the effect upon tho appearance of the 
city has been under the maximum 
consumption allowed. We are con- 
strained to wonder what it will be 
like when, that consumption has been 
reduced to a minimum." 

Moreover, we do not know that the 
Mayor is in a position to foreshadow 
what the incoming council will do 
even if his opinion would be worth 
anything at all, in the face of what 
Mr. Adams has recommended and tho 
by-law specified. It is very clear 
that Mr. Adams in recommending 
the continuance of Elk lake as tho 
source of supply was influenced by 
the results that would be achieved 
if the whole city is metered. There- 



have led a white man to assume that 
It was an accident pure and simple, 
which would be promptly made good, 
but it seems possible that the men 
being in uniform would be very like- 
ly to lead the Japanese to suppose that 
their act was intentional, and in the 
frame of mind in which they not un- 
naturally - aro just now, they did not 
atop to think about the matter at all, 
but had recourse to first principles. 
Playful thoughtlessness on the one 
hand- and indignant thoughtlessness 
on the bttmr led to results, which all 
concerned in the affair must greatly 
regret; but there was such an absence 
of prcmeditateness on both sides that 
tho whole' matter may very well be 
left to the routine operation of the law. 
Tho conduct of the Japanese cannot 
be excused. If the guilty parties have 
been arrested, and the facts are as 
stated in the newspapers, tho proper 
punishment ought to bo inflicted. It 
Is wrong to break a window even in 
sport, but the law provides a remedy 
for the party injured and a punish- 
ment for the aggressor. No man has a 
right to 3tart in to carve with knives 
another who has Intentionally' or 
otherwise destroyed his property, and 
while We may make every duo allow- 
ance for an excitable frame of mind 
on the part of the Japanese, they 
must be taught that they cannot wlt'.i 
impunity take the law into their own 
hands, except when it becomes neces- 
sary for the preservation of their per- 
sons or property to resist force with 
force. Such a state of things did not 
arise on the occasion referred to, and 
the Vancouver authorities are in duty 
bound to show that tho law must be 
respected, and is the same for tho 
yellow man as for the' white man. It 
must be demonstrated that tho law 
is adequate to the protection of per- 
sons and property. This, is seems to 
us, is all that is really involved in tho 
unfortunate incident of New Year's 
morning, and it is a mistake to mag- 
nify it so as to convey any other 
impression.

They 
are no longer afraid of their banks. 
Possibly Home of tho notices were in- 
tended to secure the money for Invest- 
ments in "bargain day" securities; and 
the slight recovery of the market 1ms 
induced them to wait a little longer, 
lint It is clear at all events that tho 
panicky feeling does not now disturb 
the savings bank depositors; and they 
are the class who can do great mischief 
whin stampeded by a panic. 

It is a bad thing for a community to 
lose faith in its banks. The hanks are 
the investment opportunities of tho 
great majority of tho people. Those 
better versed ia finance will buy bonds 
or stocks; and those who take an inter- 
est in real estate wlii put their money 
into houses ami land*. But the average 
man, too busy with his own affairs to 
study the stock market or the real 
estate opportunities, simply puts his 
money in the hank and accepts the re- 
gular rate of Interest. When lie loses 
faith in the banks, he can do nothing 
but hoard. They offer the safest securi- 
ties he knows. Now noarded money is 
money kept out of circulation; and 
enough of tills spirit of hoarding will 
bring on "financial stringency" at any I 
time. 

As we have urged before, banks | 
should recognize this state of affairs i 
frankly enough and with sufficient | 
publie»splrlt to pay their depositors the 
market value of their deposits. If thq 
banks will not do this voluntarily, then 
a courageous finance minister would 
raise the rate In tho government sav- 
ings bank and .so either draw all tho 
deposits to that institution or compel 
the banks to give justice to their deposi- 
tors, The government have this power 
fully in their una bunds. When they 
themselves are paying four and a half 
per cent,, and seven per cent.,. on their 
own loans from bankers, they cannot 
escape knowing that money borrowed on 
the best security Is worth more today 
than the mlsorablq three pur rent, which 
the hanks and the government are pay- 
ing the ordinary depositor. Consequent- 
ly the government, if they have tho In- 
terest of the people at heart and are not 
more afraid of tho bankers than of tho 
army of depositors, will ralHe the rate 
In Its own savings bank and so set an 
I'xamplu which no bank daro Ignore. —

ing that dangers from individualism 
Ctxr. fee effectively regulated, and that 
abuses in the exercise of private prop- 
erty cah he restrained." 

The Portland Evening Telegram 
complains .that the police forcie of 
that city lias too many regulations to 
guido Us conduct, and hardly suffi- 
cient talent to round up ev.il-doers. 
Concluding a somewhat lengthy arti- 
cle, which is "writ •sareastick," it 
says : 

What the police neod, evident ly, is 
the observance of a stricter social 
code. They should refrain from ad- 
dressing uny person; nor should they 
allow- any person to address them, 
unless they be thoroughly satisfied as 
to the moral churaotier of the party, or 
bo llrst presented with credentials 
which would leave no shadow of doubt 
upon that subject. "What the police 
need is protection; the public is get 
, ting used to taking cane of itself. 

Commenting on "the invusion of the 
unemployed," Industrial Canada in- 
dulges in some reflections which will 
be read with very great amount of 
.interest by the laboring classes in 
Canada at the present time. It says: 

Thousands of workingnten who have 
been laid off in the United States are 
flocking into Canada in search of em- 
ployment, and some owe has raised 
the question of how to keep them out. 
There is not enough work for our own 
riien in some lines, and it is pretty 
hard to sec outsiders coming in to 
compete for wiiat there .is. It is no 
wprso, however, to have these men 
coming in to make tilings harder for 
out' own men than it is to have labor 
unions, with headquarters in the 
United States, sending agitators ovier 
here in timfes when labor Is scarce to 
make trouble for the employer. The 
worklngman is really only getting a 
little of his own meclicime, and It is 
not the employer who is responsible 
• for it, either. The Canadian employer 
should, and no doubt will, give the 
preference to thie Canadian laborer. 
The "Made in Canada" principle 
should be applied to labor as well as 
to the output of labor. There is no 
doubt that manufacturers who find it 
necessary to lay off a portion of their 
hands for a time will give them the 
preference when their places become 
available again. Indeed, the employ- 
ers are doing all they can to luelp their 
men, and many of them, rather than 
discharge any of their old hands, have 
given all half time, so that none of 
them will be left entirely out of work. 
It would bo much l'ess bother and ex- 
pense to the manufacturer to lay off 
a part of his hands, but the average 
employer has his men's interest at 
heart, and, although he does not get 
credit for it, is always willing to 
stand any reasonable loss himself, 
'rather than have them suffer. Tho 
Canadian workingman has, therefore, 
verv little to fear from the American 
invasion- He will get the first oppor- 
tunities that offer, and h<e ought not 
to forget it in Ihe future. 

When 'so powerful and influential a 
moulder of public opinion as the To- 
ronto Globe deems it expedient to 
turn its batteries upon the liquor in- 
terests, the latter would seem to bo 
justified in evincing some alarm at 
what the future may hold for them as 
an outcome of the aggressive tem- 
perance movement which seems to be 
sweeping across the continent. The 
Globe declares: 

There are in Toronto not a <ew 
great industries, manufacturing, mer- 
cantile and financial, that every year 
suffer financial loss greater than the 
entire annual revenue from the city's 
barroom licenses, direclly or indirectly 
through tho Incapacity or delinquency 
of their management or employee's 
caused by the habitual use of strong 
drink. In economic theory and in 
everyday practice, therefore, the bar- 
room as an institution neither produces 
anything valuable nor stimulates the 
production of anything valuable, and 
for this reason it Is an economic bur- 
den, a parasite upon the community 
in which it operates. 3

The' Capital of British Columbia.— 
Official news from England has been 
received announcing the removal of 
the nominal capital of the United Col- 
ony of British Columbia to Victoria. 
This settles a long-vexed qiuestion, 
and one which has for years retarded 
tho progress ofwthe colonies and as- 
sisted in some measure to bring about 
the present depression. While the col- 
onies had the elements' of prosperity 
and . the people .should have applied 
themselves to :tho task' of establishing 
substantial Industries, they were wast- 
ing then, their precious time and 
money in fruitless' discussions with' a 
few selfish and, short-sighted men, 
Who; backed by an indiscreet governor, 
were attempting the impossible tusk 
of erecting a village on the Eraser into 
a rival port, to the well-built city, of, 
•Victoria.- Common sense has .at length 
prevailed, and even Governor Sey- 
mour has had to retrace the steps 
which ■ have worked such mischief to 
the colonies of which lie is governor. 
The decision, ..we fear, cornea much too 
late to be of much benefit to the un- 
fortunate colonists.— Saiv Francisco 
Bulletin. 

Ottawa, Dec'. 4.— (delayed dispatch). 
— Mr. Waddington, a resident of . Van- 
couver Island, is hero, to promote the 
scheme of opening up communication 
overland with British Columbia. It is 
proposed to operate a line, of land and 
water carriages from the head of Bake 
Superior to the Pacific ocean. This, it 
Is shown, can be accomplished . at a 
moderate expenditure. Mr. Wadding- 
ton is seeking encouragement from the 
Canadian government, prior to his de- 
parture for England, where he hopes 
the scheme will be well received. 

A Quick Trip.— The steamship Cali- 
fornia, Capt. Winsor, which left San 
Francisco at ten o'clock on the morn- 
ing of Monday lust, arrived in Esqui- 
mau harbor at 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning, having made tho run in 88 
hours. The wind was from the south- 
east during tile entire passage. The 
California brings several passengers 
and a frail for Alaska. 

Western Union -Telegraph. — Al- 
though the work on tills line has been 
abandoned by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company it is somewhat prob- 
able that the line on the Atlantic side 
will be continued by tho Russian -gov- 
ernment. Count Abassa, under whose 
direction tho lino was being built, in 
Siberia, upon the suspension of the 
work in August last was summoned 
to St. Petersburg, leaving tho line in 
charge of Engineer Mahood, who is 
now awaiting orders from St. Peters- 
burg as to the prosecution of the 
work. <

BRITISH OPINION 



Bondon Morning Post — In his speech 
at Edinburgh on Wednesday the Mar- 
quis of Bandsdownc * discussed the 
Liberal attack upon the House of 
Bords particularly in connection With 
the fate of' the Small ( Landholders 
(Scotland) Bill. Lord Baudsdowno 
pointed out that this bill had been as 
severely criticized in both houses by 
supporters as by opponents of the 
government. It was a bill constructed 
upon the assumption that it would be 
better to assimilate the land system 
of the Lowlands to that of tho croftr 
ing districts, where conditions are 
totally dissimilar, than to that of; 
England, where agrarian condition's 
resemble those of the Lowlands.- For 
tho reactionary purpose of emphasiz- 
ing the difference between England 
and Scotland which the Union has 
done so much to confine within the 
limits Of innocuous sentiment the 
government proposed to impose upon 
Scotland the very land system which 
both parties havo recognized as a 
failure in Ireland. Of this land sys- 
tem, Mr. Finueane, an Irish Band 
Commissioner of strong Irish sympa- 
thies, has testified that "it leads to the 
deterioration of the land and the dis- 
couragement of improvements, to per- 
jury in courts, and to demoralization 
of the worst kind." Whatever "man- 
dates" the government may have had 
from the electors of England, who 
form the majority of the total elector- 
ate of the United Kingdom, a man- 
date to impose the Irish land system 
upon tho Bowlands of Scotland cannot 
by any stretch of imagination be in- 
cluded in the list. That they did have 
a. mandate to legislate for the multi- 
plication of small holdings generally 
few will be prepared to deny. The 
House of Bords, however, not only 
passed the Small Holdings Bill for 
England without drastic amendment, 
but suggested 
that it should 
the non-croftin 1 
also. 

Bondon Times. — Most people on this 
side of the Atlantic will assume that 
tho President means what he now 
says, and always did mean it. Mr. 
Roosevelt has acquired a reputation 
for straightforwardness and courage 
to an extent greater than most states- 
men. It has not appeared to us prob- 
able that ho would go back on his 
words. There is no reason to suppose 
that ho did not utter them with duo 
consideration of what they implied.; 
and neither they nor his present an- 
nouncement can be taken tc. mean 
that ho withdraws from politick' alto- 
gether. Ho is a young man, as poli- 
ticians go. His decision to act in ac- 
cordance with the rather foolish tra- 
dition which forbids a third consecu- 
tive term is doubly /absurd in Mr. 
Roosevelt's case, for, strictly speak- 
ing, lie will not have been President 
for two full terms when he quits the 
White House in March, 1H09. Prob- 
ably, however, he is wise in deferring 
scrupulously to American prejudices 
on this point, and will gain by it 
should tho interests of the country re- 
quire him to stand again at some fu- 
ture date. ' In any case, as our Now 
York correspondent remarks, tho 
President's statement clears the air. 
That the Democratic leaders should 
profess to be delighted with it Is na- 
tural, and it may be that they really, 
think that the chances of Mr. Bryan 
are improved by it. The withdrawal 
of so powerful and popular a person- 
ality as Mr. Roosevelt from their im- 
mediate field of choice may cause the 
zeal of some Republicans to slacken, 
but, on the other hand, wo -must -not 
forget that Mr- Roosevelt, by his fear- 
less denunciation of the wrongful acts 
of wealthy and influential people, has 
raised against himself a good deal of 
bitter feeling in the ranks of his party 
and it may be that that party will find 
it .easier for this occasion to concen- 
trate on another. 

Bondon Tribune. — There is a section 
of Irish Nationalist politicians which 
is either considerably less intelligent 
'or considerably less single-minded in 
its desiro for its countrymen's wel- 
fare than men like Mr. W. O'Brien, 
who has denounced the wretched folly 
of this cattle-driving; there are Un- 
ionists out of office eager to mako 
trouble for their, opponents; an Eng- 
lish nation which never has under- 
stood Irish reasoning and never will ; 
and, finally, a Parliament which in-; 
eludes a House of Lords, whose spirit 
towards Ireland vv»s shown again this 
year by the mangling of the Evicted 
Tenants Bill. The result of all these' 
fuctnrs is the present complicated sit- 
uation. Politicians of Mr. Ginnel's 
stamp have urged tho unfortunate 
peasants to manifest their Impatience 
by canduet which, if it continues, may 
niake it impossible for Mr. Birrell to 
commend his policy to Parliament 
and a puzzled and irritated English' 
public. On . tho Other hand are the. 
Unionists who are trying to goad him 
into a policy which would eortainl;- 
intensify bitterness In Ireland and 
amount to abandoning the hope of 
appeasement. There is no possibility 
of gaining anything by the cuttle- 
driving way. Mr. Birrell and the gov- 
e'nment are determined to vindicate 
the law, and the only question Is 
Whether Irishmen will insist that the 
price of such vindication is to bo the 
abandonment 'dT the prospect of ag- 
rarian peace.

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A CONFLICT IN THE MEDICAL 
WORLD ,

On the one hand we havo Dr. Beard, 
the discoverer of tho method, and his 
bold henchman, Dr. C. W. Saieeby, 
who has been so active in making 
known what he believes to be an in- 
finite relief in all cases of cancer, and 
a cure in some cases. On the other 
hand, we have the British Medical 
Journal, the Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund Committee, and many surgeons 
throughout the country. 

Of Dr. Saieeby, the General Practi- 
tioner '(which Is publishing on Dec. 121 
a special Cancer number, devoted to 
tho trypsin treatment, and dealing 
with ten new cases) says ho "was the 
first medical graduate of his year at 
Edinburgh, and, though only a young 
man, has, for a year or two, by those 
most competent to judge, been accept- 
ed as the most brilliant scientific vrvl-, 
ler in England." He has just publish- 
ed a very remarkable volume, in which 
lie sums up tho whole controversy un- 
der the title "The Conquest of Cancer" 
(Chapman and Hall, 7s. (id. not); and 
any man who .can write the following 
lines in sincerity compels a hearing 
from anyone who hua a reasonable 
mind. 

The Soul's East Windows 

Those are the words in which Dr. 
Saieeby closes his vivacious and ab- 
sorbingly interesting book,, and they 
Indicate the only attitude which tho 
real student and lover of his kind can 
adopt: — 

"The sun is always rising somewhere 
upon tho sphere of tiie mind; 'there ate 
men who love the past, the sunset; 
men who glory in the sure and strong 
thing, the sun at noon; but the prayer 
for him who would rather hail a false 



dawn for a time than deny a true one, 
is this: Let neither old age, nor habit, 
nor love of self or ease, nor any other 
thing, be permitted to obscure the 
eastward windows of my soul." A. tru- 
ly cosmic wish that. 

Dr. Saieeby declares that tho first 
case of cancer he ever saw "destroyed 
mv religious orthodoxy before I ' loft 
the operating theatre, and soared my 
soul for life; it Is an abominable at'-, 
front to the dignity of man— a disease 
that makes a goblin of the sun, and al- 
most brands, the optimist of any 
school as a deliberate and imbecile 
liar." This is not tho place to, go into 
tho details of the now treatment of 
cancer, to which we have already 
given much space; but it is of tnl'tnlte 
importance that public opinion on any 
subject whatever should not be blind- 
ed because of the narrowness of vision 
or Will of tho Powers that Bo. 

Dr. Saieeby claims for Dr. Board's 
treatment that Its capacity Ho uure 
certain eases of enncor has been ab- 
solutely demonstrated, though it 
should never cure another. Nature is 
consistent, however, and the applica- 
tion of her methods will do In the fu- 
ture what it has done In tho . past. 
Trypsin Is a specific rolnody for can- 
cer according to the embryojoglet In 
his study j It is the specific remedy for 
cancer according to the chemist with 
his test lubes; and It is tho specific 
remedy for cancer according to the 
clinician at the bedside;' 

Ho therefore contends, and rightly, 
that "a. '{rave and Inevitable roflpohfii- 
bllity now rests upon all editors, sur- 
geons, official researchers, patients' 
friends, and patients themselves, who 
by word or writing, or all, oppose the 
employment of the new treatment at 



any time, in any case of malignant 

disease 

A Case of Life or Death 
"Fifty thousand persons haye died of 
malignant disease in Great Britain 
alone since 1 began my campaign on 
behalf of a method which, from the 
llrst, was reasonable, supported experi- 
mentally, free from risk, and without 
an effective rival in the world for the 
vast majority of cases, surgery not- 
withstanding. The question is one of 
life or death, of ease or. agony, for 
very nearly: all the sixty to one hun- 
dred thousand persons now suffering 
from cancer in Great Britain alone, 
and many hundreds of thousands else- 
where." 

"When Dr. Beard," says Dr. Saieeby, 
"hud the temerity to advance tho hy- 
pothesis of the trophoblastic nature of 
cancer, , suggested by embryological 
facts known only to him and to the 
very few specialists- who had studied 
his monograph for the past twenty 
years, the powers that were — and are 
not — were. as indignant and destructive 
as such powers have always been since 
the beginning, and will be until they 
learn that there is no authority but 
truth." 

A certain silversmith once made a 
disturbance at Ephesus because he 
feared his trade was in danger. Sure- 
ly the vested interests of medical men 
are not to be allowed to stay the 
march of man's mind and skill. 
The Original Man 

Of course, as Dr. Saieeby says: "Of- 
ficialism there must be, and research 
committees and so forth; but not until 
I hear that Shakespeare Was a syndi- 
cate, that gravitation was discovered 
by a committee, that 'Tristan und 
Isolde,' which was created, music and 
verse, by one mind, is inferior to the 
latest musical composers .... not 
until I cease to be convinced that 
nothing but personality ever did any- 
thing worth doing, shall I cease to pro : 
test that, however splendid mir appar- 
atus for research, or our schools of 
art, or our established creeds, there 
will arise some day a man, within or 
without the official barriers, and will 
flick them away like a crumb from a 
cloth. 

"If the raco ceases to produce the 
original man, its progress will cease. 
We need .not be deluded; half a dozen 
dwarfs may outweigh one giant, but 
the analogy of mass has no application 
in the spiritual world."

PROVINCE'S DISPLAY 
IN YORKSHIRE CITY 

Letter From Martin Rurrell Re- 
ceived by Minister of Ag- 
riculture 



A letter has been received by Hon. 
R. G. Tatlow from M. Burrell, who Is 
at present assisting R. M. Palmer, the 
provincial horticulturalist with the 
fruit exhibit in England. He refers 
.to the success which attended the ex- 
hibit in Leeds. 

j Tlie fact that Australia has an ela- 
borate permanent oxhlblt in the York- 
shire city makes it more important 
that British Columbia should make a 
good impression in that important cen- 
tre. Mr. Burrcll's letter was as fol- 
lows: ' i 

"I have just arrived in London 
again after exhibiting at York and 
Leeds cattle shows. Very large num- 
bers of people attended these shows 
and an excellent opportunity was af- 
forded of disseminating information 
about the province. While the aver- 
age Englishman has a - very vague 
idea indeed of British Columbia, tho 
sight of our fruit never fails lo 
arouse a keon interest, and I hardly 
see bow a more effective way could 
bo adopted to arrest the attention and 
stimulate the interest of those who 
are at all inclined to move to the 
outer portions of the Empire from tho 
old land. 

"The enclosed item from the York- 
shire Post may bo of some Interest. 
The first day of tho show, tho Lord 
Mayor made an appointment with me 
and what I expected Would be a ten 
minutes Interview, turned out to bo 
an hour and a half's talk of an ex- 
tremely Interesting character. Leeds 
Is the centre of a tremendous manu- 
facturing population, and has itself 
about half a million. Mr. Hepton, the 
mayor, is keenly interested in Canada, 
and a warm advocate of her cause in 
England. I sent him up a case of our 
apples, and as he was giving a big 
official dinner on the following day, 
he said he would only be too delight- 
ed to use them at that time and direct 
the attention of the guests to them 
as an evidence of British Columbia's 
resources in a horticultural direction. 

"Australia had an elaborate exhibit 
at Leeds and Is making a big bid for 
English emigration. Queensland is of- 
fering a passage to Brisbane for ag- 
riculturists, including their families 
for live pounds, but makes it obliga- 
tory for each such person to have 
fifty pounds capital. The weather here 
at present is very rough and wet. I 
am glad to say that I am feeling in 
better health, and trust to be In good 
shape when -we commence the lectur- 
ing work, which will be shortly." 

The clipping referred to reads as 
follows : 

The Leeds-Smithfield club continue 
to have bad luck in the matter of 
weather for their annual show, which 
was opened yesterday at tho Corpora- 
tion Cattle Market, Gelderd road. 

What might bo termed the British 
Columbia Government'.? apple stall is 
attracting general attention at tl\e 
show. It Is a very tempting display, 
and the gigantic size of some of the 
varieties has the additional merit of 
uncommonly delicious flavor. British 
Columbia— that far-off western pro- 
vince of Cana-darT-has- not I Oflrfi the 
right sort' of Climate fOr apple/growing 
but the growers enter whole-heartedly 
Into the thing, with the result that 
they are ever on the alert for pests 
Of any kind likely to injure the fruit. 
This has led to a very largo percent- 
age of "No. .1 grade" fruit being pro- 
duced by the country. 

The Lady Mayoress (Mrs. Wilfrid 
L. Hepton), in passing this British 
Columbia stall yesterday afternoon, in 
company .with the Lord Mayor, was 
struck by the display of a variety of 
"Snows," which are grown in eastern 
Canada, whence her ladyship comes. It 
so happened that Mr. Martin Burrell, 
who, as representing the British Co- 
lumbia Government, is in charge of the 
stall, had spent some fifteen years as 
a fruit grower in eastern Canada prior 
to going to the west. This led to an 
interesting conversation between Mr. 
Burrell and the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress, Mr. Burrell being person- 
ally acquainted with many people they 
mutually knew. Mr. Burrell regrets 
that he" has been unable to exhibit 
the softer fruits, for which, he says, 
British Columbia is famous. Six thou- 
sand miles by land and sea is no trifle 
for any thing but the- harder fruits. 
It is Interesting to note that.the.se 
British Columbian apples are stored 
at Liverpool and drawn upon as re- 
quired. They were sent off to > Eng- 
land in October, and, special transport 
means having been ' provided, they 
reached this country only fifteen days 
later. Ordinarily the conveyance would 
take the best part of a month.

Railway Will Commence Work 
on the First Ten Miles 
Immediately

Meetings of a Helpful Nature Are

The grading of the first ten miles of 
the E. & N. extension to Alberni will 
bo commenced at once. Word to that 
effect has been received by the pro- 
vincial government from R. Marpole, 
general executive assistant of the C. 
P.R. in this province. The ten miles 
referred to covers from Wellington 
the present terminus, to the head of 
Nanoose Bay. 

The decision is important as it en- 
sures a supply of work for all those 
requiring it and will relieve tho pro- 
vincial government of the necessity of 
undertaking any but the more pressing 
and necessary of public works. The 
government bus been coping with the 
"unemployed" situation in Vancouver 
and work has been found for all bona 
lide Canadians desiring it. 

Some time ago, llan. R. G. Tatiow, 
on behalf.of the provincial government, 
corresponded with the E. & N. officials 
upon tliis subject. He' pointed out that 
the reports of there being unemployed 
in Vancouver, and elsewhere would 
have a bad effect upon the immigration 
of prospective ^eitiers' and .urged . .tho, 
railway to proceed; with its Alberni ox-r 
tension as soon as ' consistent. • 

The matter, was referred to Montreal 
and Instructions have been received to 
proceed with it at once. The telegram 
reads as follows: 

Vancouver, B.C., Jan. 3, 190S. 
R. G. Tatlow, Victoria, B.C. 

Received instructions to proceed at 
once with the grading of the first ten 
miles of the E. & Nv railway extension 
to Alberni. This covers from Welling- 
ton to the head of Nunoose bay. Please 
inform premier by request president.

This means that in addition to 600 
men who before long will be at work 
upon the, task of clearing the right-of- 
way, that almost as many more will be 
required for tho grading. It ensures 
the early completion of the extension, 
and should do much for Victoria mer- 
chants and business generally.

Among the visitors to Victoria is 
Mrs. Kate Simpson Hayea, of the staff 
of tine Winnipeg Free Press, for which 
She writes under the nom de plume of 
Mary Markwell. This talented lady 
has come to Victoria to enjoy a rest, 
having obtained from the management 
of that paper a six months leave of 
absence. When seen at the pretty lit- 
tle home where she and her friend, 
Mrs. Carr, of Regina, are living, Mrs. 
Hayias expressed her delight with 
What she had seen of the city during 
the fortnight since her arrival. 

Not only is Mrs. Hayes a valued 
member of the staff of the Winnipeg 
Free Press, but she tak'cs a great in- 
terest in emigration. Her articles on 
this subject have been published in 
many English papers, among others, 
in T. P. O'Connor's Weekly. Mrs. 
Hayes spent several months in Eng- 
land, where she engaged in direct 
emigration work. She was instru- 
mental in bringing to Canada and 
finding employment for, a large num- 
ber of English gentlewomen, many of 
whom have come to British Columbia. 
A numbter of these ladies have small 
incomes, but are obliged to supple- 
ment them by their own earnings. 
The class distinctions of the old 
land make it difficult for them to take 
situations at home, but there io plenty 
of room in Canada for such of them 
as are willing to work. 

The task of answering the letters of 
enquiry and of personally interview- 
ing intending immigrants is, Mrs, 
Hayes says, an exceedingly hard one. 
Asked what she liked best about Eng- 
land, Mrs. Hayes betrayed the lover of 
nature by her exclamation, "O, the 
hedgerows and lanes." She was en- 
thusiastic in her remarks about the 
beauty of Tennyson's old home, and 
of the isle of Wight. 

In answer to^a question about Win- 
nipeg, Mrs. Hayes said the feeling 
there was confident and hopeful. Busi- 
ness conditions vv'ero good, Christmas 
payments were being made and the 
weather was delightful. 

Mrs. Hayes was greatly pleased to 
meet Mrs. Fitz Gibbon hero, au uid 
pr'ess associate and a close personal 
friend.

Often one finds a beautiful

HERE AND THERE 

Of all the departments of the civic 
service there is none whose duties arc 
more important than that of tho 
school board. The men and women 
who manage the schools of this city 
have, to a much greater extent than 
is usually realized, an influence on 
its future. Of all the assets of Vic- 
toria by far the most valuablo is the 
three thousand boys and girls who 
morning after morning take their 
many places in the various school- 
rooms. On their training and develop- 
ment depends the future of not only 
the city, but to some extent, of the 
province. The school board selects' 
their teachers and builds their school 
houses. H its members are enlight- 
ened and progressive the schools will 
maintain and increase the excellence, 
which they have, in spite of condi- 
tions not too favorable attained. 

Even from the standpoint of dollars 
and cents Victoria cannot afford to 
have inferior schools. Those residents 
who come here from the prairie pro- 
vinces expect to have the highest edu- 
cational facilities for their children. 
Winnipeg is justly proud of her fine 
school buildings and the other towns 
of the middle west follow her exam 
pie. Many of the English people who 
come and are coming to live among 
us, do so avowedly for tho purpose 
of giving their children an education 
which will fit them for a successful 

career in Canada. . 

In the past Victoria has suffered 
from her suplneness in educational 
matters. Although the natural place 
for tho Normal school that institution 
has been established in Vancouver. 
In the matter of higher education also 
the Terminal city has taken the lead. 

It may be said, and said truly, that 
the board of school trustees has mov- 
ed in the matter of school accommo- 
dation as fast as public opinion would 
sanction. But the -time lias come 
when the people of Victoria must in- 
crease their school accommodation. 
For this, among other reasons, it is 
especially desirable that this year the 
new members of the school board 
should be experienced and public spir- 
ited men or women. 

It is not to be wondered at that it 
is hard to get suitable school trustees, 
for the office is one that demands 
much expenditure of time and thought 
without other remuneration than 
comes from the consciousness of hav- 
ing performed an important and ar- 
duous duty. Yet, there should not be 
wanting those who have sufficient 
public spirit as well as intelligence 
and good judgment to undertake the 
oversight of the work of education in 
this city.

TRIED RECIPES 

"Keach Cake." 

One egg, one cup of granulated sugar, 
one-quarter cup of butter. Beat all to- 
gether well until light and creamy, then 
add a half-cup of milk Into which a 
half-teaspoonful of baking soda has 
been stirred. Now stir two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of cocoa into one and 
one-half cups of flour, and beat this 
into the batter, adding, last of all, one 
fourth of a cup of hot water. Bake in 
two layers and, when done and cool, 
put white frosting over and between 
the layers. 

Mock Venison. 

Soak a leg of lamb in buttermilk or 
vinegar— preferably the former — and 
leave for two days, .Wipe very dry and 
cut in the meat lesions about an inch 
In length and put-ym'each hole a half 
onion, add a little' "pepper and salt. Put 
the meat in the pan, pour a half-cup of 
boiling water over it, and roast until 
brown then pour about the roast a hair- 
pint of cream and simmer for about ten 
minutes beforo serving.

To Make onells. 

These should be made of one sheet 
ach, rolled ont in circular form and 
pread over the bottom, sides and edges 
of buttered dishes or putty pans, and 
baked empty. They are best when 
made of puff paste, though may be 
made of ordinary paste. 

They should lie rolled rather thick, 
and need about an hour's baking. 

The oven should be rather quick and 
of even heat throughout, so that the 
paste will be even and not drawn to 
one side or warped in cooking. 

The shells should be baked of a light 
brown, and when cool they must bo 
takes out of tho dishes in which they 
were baked and put upon plates to be 
filled with fruit or osiers, 

Shells of puff paste rise best, when 
baked on flat patty pans or tins. When 
cool, pile the sweetmeats on tlioin in a 
heap. Baking them empty prevents the 
paste from being moist at the bottom

Cream a lump of butter the size of 
an egg with a cup of brown sugar and, 
a teaspoonful of cinnamon and one cup 
of Hour. Before going further, take from 
this mixture a large spoonful for frost- 
ing for the cake. Add to what re- 
mains a teaspoonful of cloves, a cup of 
sour milk, a teaspoonful of soda dis- 
solved in a tablespoonful of hot water, 
a cup of seeded raisins, and, if needed, 
more Hour. Put Into a pan, sprinkle 
tlio top with the reserved frosting and 
bake. 

LACE MAKING IN CALAIS 

The pre-eminence of tho French city 
of Calais as a laco centre is chiefly 
duo to tlio cleverness of its lace makers. 
It should be borne in mind that a lace 
loom, although of tho most intricate 
mechanism, is still only an instrument, 
the production from which depends en- 
tirely upon the ability and intelligence 
of its operator. Calais has ambitious 
citizens, among whom exists a spirit of 
rivalry and a desire to excel, not only 
financially, but in art. The greater part 
of the French people here believe in 
having something wldcii they can call 
their own and aro not disposed to let 
one man run everything. Their mental 
makeup and manner of working render 
monopolies of an industry of tills kind 
impossible. This characteristic alone, 
perhaps, lias contributed more to the 
success of Calais in recent years than 
any other, since lace to be beautiful 
must receive 'in its fabrication the 
greatest care and attention, which is 
too often overlooked in a large concern. 
Calais lias a population of 70,000, about 
60,000 of Whom gain their existence 
from lace-making, yet very large con- 
cerns do not exist hero. On the con- 
trary, there are 6!>0 small factories in 
Calais, in many of which the wife adds 
her intelligence to that of the husband 
in making tlio factory a success. Ma- 
chine mode lace is almost the sole In- 
dustry of Calais. 

In Calais, Caudry and St. Quentin 
there are in all about 1,010 factories. 
Their many looms turn out enormous 
quantities of lace, which, after it Is 
dyed, has to be clipped of its surplus 
threads. The output of the largest fac- 
tory amounts to about $500,000 annually. 
It is difficult to give tho output of an 
average factory, as they have from one 
to sixty looms. 

As to the number of Inhabitants who 
live wholly from the making of laco in 
northern Franco only an approximate 
opinion can be given, but It can bo con- 
servatively estimated at 1 00,000. The 
clipping of tho surplus threads employs, 
Irregularly; in the villages within fifty 
miles of Calais and surrounding Caudrv 
and St. Quentin, another 100,000. Of 
course, as to these no accurate statistics 
can be had, but one visiting the many 
villages about Calais can see everywhere 
in every household women and girls on- 
gaged in clipping lace. In estimating 
tho population engaged in and sustained 
by this Industry no account Is taken of 
the spinners of the threads used in tho 
fabrication of laco. The spinning in- 
dustry Is enormous at Lille. Many for- 
tunes have been made there spinning 
the thread for Calais. Caudry and St. 
Quentin, Much thread also Is imported 
from England. Merchants have, oven In 
Calais, grown rloli In furnishing laco 
manufacturers with thread, 

The approximate output of the lace 
industry In Calais, Caudry and St. Quen- 
tin is about $20,000,000. The Industry 
in the last three years lias increased 
more than SO per cent, in Calais. VOvory- 
whoro are to be seen proofs of this 
prosperity in tho way of now buildings, 
now residences, automobiles, etc. — Con- 
sular Trade /Reports.

A tiny sphere of white velvet 
with bran, is fastened with a 
ribbon rosette and a long hang 
is a simple little affair, but 
neatly made is pretty, nevertheless.

In this way 
very pretty and charming combin>> 
tlons aro produced of point laco, line 
rolief Irish guipure or course crochet 
patterns, appllqued on to Madeira em- 
broidery, which is edged by crochet 
work. Decidedly beautiful, too, is tho 
combination of bobbin lace with 
French white embroidery. 

Every mother knows how soon tho 
little babies' nrmij grow too largo for 
the shirt sleeves, while tho body of the 
shirt is still large enough. This can be 
remedied by purchasing a pair of in- 
fants' white cashmero hose tfor 15 
cents. Cut the feet off and overcast 
neatly Into the armholes, putting in a 
littlo gusset under tho arm If necos- 
sary to enlarge armhole. The leg of 
the stocking makes the sleeve and the 
top fits nicely around tho littlo waist. 



The satisfactory discovery lias been 
made by a busy woman that her 
housework provides 'her with all tho 
physical culture she requires to se- 
cure good health and good looks.

Pure white hair, the envy of those 
who are obliged to suffer a" long pro- 
bationary period of "gray" in its var- 
ious stages, carries with it its own 
responsibilities, A smoking chimney, 
a dusty drive, railway journeys and 
foggy weather are alike inimical to its 
condition and when frequent cleansing 
becomes a problem owing to increas- 
ing age and corresponding suscepti- 
bility to cold the problem becomes a 
difficult one. In such cases the great 
stand-by of the white-haired woman 
is dry talcum powder, the powder 
being placed in a box with a perforated 
lid and shaken well over the scalp be- 
fore going to bed. It should be then 
systematically brushed into the skin 
and 1-ett all night, five minutes at least 
in the morning being afterward devot- 
ed to brushing the hair well, so as to 
rid it of all trace of powder. 

An exceedingly good manner to wash 
the face is to begin by rubbing the 
flesh brush well with soap, then ap- 
ply to the face; starting at the jaw 
witli a firm pressure move upward till 
the temples are reached. Repeat this 
several times. If this is continually 
tlced it will prevent the sagging 
of the muscles of the face. Next give 
attention to the forehead from tho 
top down to the eyebrows, not for- 
getting to give a liberal amount of 
attention to that part of the eyes un- 
derneath which is so often discolored 
and has a baggy condition. Now for 
the nose: Begin by rubbing it and the 
surrounding surface vigorously, for 
the oil glands are very prominent 
there, and as they retain the dust 
it is very difficult to thoroughly cleanse 
them. Proceed to the neck. With the 
brush well lathered, start at the back 
of the neck with a forward movement, 
then a downward stroke. This will 
cleanse, help the circulation and assist 
in reducing a. fat nock or giving flesh 
to a thin ono. Finish with the hot- 
water rinse and the cold-water dash.

becomes puzzled over his own work 
and the printer sings the praises of 
the inventor of the typewriter. 

Charlotte Bronte's writing seems to 
have been traced with a cambric 
needle, and Thackeray's writing, while 
marvelously neat and precise, was so 
small that the best of eyes were need- 
ed to read it. Dikewiso the writing 
of Capt. Marryat was so miscroscopic 
that when he was interrupted in his 
labors ho was s-bliscd to marls the 
place where lie left off by sticking 
a pin in the paper, 

Napoleon's was worse than illegible, 
and it is said that his letters from 
Germany to the Empress Josephine 
were at first thought to be rough 
maps of the seat of war. Carlye wrote 
a patient, crabbed and oddly emphas- 
ized hand. The penmanship of Bry- 
ant was aggressive, well formed, and 
decidedly pleasing to the eye, while 
the chirography of Scott, Hunt, Moore, 
and Gray was smooth and easy to 
read, but did not express distinct in- 
dividuality. 

Byron's handwriting was nothing 
more than a scrawl. His additions to 
his proofs frequently exceeded in vol- 
ume the original copy, and in one of 
his poems, which contained in the ori- 
ginal only 400 lines, 1,000 were added 
in the proofs. The writing of Dick- 
ens was minute, and he had a habit 
of writing with blue ink on blue 
.paper. Frequent erasures and inter- 
lineations made his copy a burden to 
his publishers. — Scientilic American;

Sloop of War Ordered to Iq'ui- 
que and Will Sail From 
Esquimalt Jan, 26 



THE COMMANDER RELIEVED 



New Commander Will Arrive 
Before i Warship Starts 
on Cruise 

II. M. S. Shearwater will leave for 
Iquique, Chili, January 20, under 
sealed orders. The sloop of war is 
'■ being made ready for her cruise to 
the south, and will probably reach the 
Chilian port early in March. Orders 
for the warship will be received there, 
but as to their nature, the oflicers of 
the warship cannot even hazard a 
guess. On her last cruise to southern 
waters the sloop was ordered south 
under similar conditions and on ar- 
rival at Guayaquil received her orders 
which were to proceed to the Galapa- 
gos islands to investigate reports of 
slavery of some West Indians re- 
cruited for the plantations of a sugar 
company operating on the southern 
islands. 

It is reported that Commander All- 
, good is to be relieved in command of 
the SheaTwater and his successor will 
arrive to join the warship at Esqui- 
mau about three weeks hence, Com- 
mander Allgood then proceeding to 
England. 

The only places where there is sus- 
picion of trouble in the south, at the 
present time are Guatamala and Ecua- 
dor, but both are a considerable dis- 
tance nearer than the- port of Iquiquc. 
From Guatamala news has been re- 
ceived, via, Mobile, that a filibuster- 
■'/. ing expedition is being organized to 
' invade Guatamalan territory. 

The only other place where there is 
a suspicion of trouble which would 
necessitate the presence of a warship 
to protect British interests is Ecuador. 
The anarachistic spirit of unrest in 
-that Central American state has plung- 
ed the country in a state of guerilla 
warfare. The trouble has arisen out 
of the fight waged by the church au- 
thorities of Ecuador against the gov- 
ernment of President Alfaro. Accord- 
ing to Walter E. Cash, who arrived a 
few days ago from the southern coun- 
try, the church parry has succeeded in 
raising about 5,100,000, and this was 
given to several supposed head men 
among the soldiers and police con- 
stapulary with a view to overthrowing 
Gen. Alfaro. The attempt failed be- 
cause the men selected to lead it re- 
tained all the money. 

Speaking of the crisis in Ecuador, 
Mr. Cash said: "In my estimation, 
there is but one man of South Ameri- 
can blood competent to lead any suc- 
cessful revolution in Ecuador today, 
and that individual is former Presi- 
dent Plaza. If he were to land in 
Ecuador tomorrow, in twenty-four 
hours, given the necessary funds, he 
could depose of Gen. Alfaro. I doubt 
very much whether Platza could gain 
entrance into the country. He is care- 
fully watched in New York by secrel 
service agents of Gen. Alfaro. This 
is made possible by liberal contribu- 
tions from the railroad interests of 
the republic. 

"Nevertheless, the church continues 
active, and there is a general feeling 
of unrest throughout the little coun- 
try. Leadership is all that is neces- 
sary to send the spark of anarchy and 
revolution into conquest of everything 
before it. This, I fear, will not come.- 
it is possible, of course, that Gen. 
Alfaro may be assassinated at any 
time. A number of unsuccessful at- 
tempts have been made on his life. 
Railroad trains upon which he was. 
or was supposed to be, traveling from 
Guayaquil to Quito have been derailed. 
Thus far he has always escaped in- 
jury. 

,"The standing army and police of 
Ecuador number less than 3,000 men, 
and each soldier can be secured for 
any revolution at less than $3 per head. 
There is absolutely no such thing as 
loyalty to any individual or set of indi- 
viduals in Ecuador. With the soldiers 
it is a question of the person or party 
offering the most money. As I said 
before, Gen. Alfaro so far, or at least 
until last July, was able to keep his 
soldiers well paid. Even since that 
time the money raised by the church 
to cause a general revolution has been 
squandered and again Gen. Alfaro'has 
the army on his side. During last 
July, on the 8th of that month, I be- 
lieve, some of the soldiers in one of 
I ho main garrison 'regiments mutinied. 
Investigation was hasty and the ring- 
leaders were quickly placed under ar- 
rest. Ah an example all were shot in 
the public square of the capital as a 
warning of what mi;rht be expected 
to others who had similar ideas. 

"The entire population of the Repub- 
lic, excluding the Indians, who h«vve 
never been subjugated is (ess than 
12,000,000 people and they are about 
equally divided in party affiliation with 
General Alfaro and the church'. No 
revolutionary attempt could he aiic- 
CMsful without the aid of the soldiers, 
and Gen. A""™ still has the latter 
»t his command. In the meantime, as 
I said bffore, the country is In a very 
unsettled state and It Is possible that 
by Hspa'islnatlon Gen AITaro may Tie 
removed, iris removal by actual revo- 
lution s'nems impossible to me unless, 
.as. T said before, some competent lead- 
er takes hold of the soldier. 5 ), Ecua- 
dor doc< not possess such a person nt 
this time."

ers, of about 0,000 tons register, have 
been put on between Japan and Iqui- 
que and, according to reports heard at 
ports along the Coast, these steamers 
are taking full cargoes of salt peter 
and yucca on every trip. 

Yucca is a stunted form of palm 
with a resinous grass growing in the 
head, the product of which contains a 
large percentage of picric acid, and its 
sole use' is for the manufacture of 
shimose powder, the high explosive 
which was used with deadly effect in 
the recent war with Russia. 

It is very improbable that the war- 
ship will be asked to make a search 
for possible survivors of the lost ship 
Silberhorn,. as, according to an an- 
nouncement recently made, the British 
foreign office' has despatched a special 
steamer from Valparaiso for that pur- 
pose. 

It is not • improbable, according to 
the belief of some of those on board 
the warship that her trip is duo to 
the desire of the admiralty to make 
another investigation regarding con- 
ditions at Galapagos islands. It seems 
that a band of West Indians were re- 
cruited for work on plantations there 
and were held under contijact which 
placed them practically in • a state of 
slavery. Some of the men were, 'in 
irons. Tho governor of the island, a 
former Ecuadorean general, fled in a 
small sailboat just prior to the arrival 
of the Shearwater. The warship left 
the West Indians at the island plan- 
tations and reported their condition 
fully to the Imperial Government, since 
then nothing more has been heard 
regarding the unfortunates and it is 
considered likely that the sloop is 
being sent south to make further in- 
vestigations regarding the plantation 
laborers, incidental to a practice cruise 
in southern waters. 



ORIANA SAILS FROM 

SIDNEY FOR HERE 



Bringing Largest Consignment of Fro- 
zen Mutton Sent From the Ports 
of Antipodes 



The British steamer Oriana left 
Sydney, Australia, for this port and 
Vancouver on Saturday last with one 
of the largest shipments of frozen car- 
cases of mutton brought in one steam- 
er from the antipodes. The Oriana, 
which is a steel screw shelter deck 
steamer 'of 4,280 tons, owned by the 
British Maritime Trust company, may 
be the initial steamer of a new freight 
line for a service between Australia 
and British Columbia. Capt. Jarvis 
is in command of the vessel. Leaving 
Dunedin Nov. 23 the vessel proceeded 
to Newcastle where, In common with 
other vessels, she was delayed owing 
j to the colliery strike there. She load- 
I ed a largo shipment of Australian coal, 
and thence proceeded to Sydney where 
' a cargo which included a largo con- 
j signment of frozen mutton, the con- 
signees of Which are P. Burns & Co., 
of Vancouver. 

The Oriana sailed four days later 
than the Den of Ruthven which is 
coming to British Columbia ports in 
the Alley line. The Pondo, which was 
replaced in this service by the Den of 
Ruthven, has left Melbourne for Dur- 
ban where she will load for Boston and 
New York. 



Advices were received yesterday 
morning which revive hope for the C. 
P.R. .steamer Mount .Royal, sixteen 
days overdue at St. John, New Bruns- 
wick, from Antwerp>with 304 passen- 
gers. The C.P.R. officials had prac- 
tically given up hope for the vessel, a j 
sister shio of the Mount Temple, lost 
off Ironbound island, and also of the 
Montcagie, of the Pacific service of 
the C.P.R. Tho steamer Lake Cham- 
plain, however, which arrived at St. 
John on Thursday from Liverpool, re-, 
ported that she had passed a i'our- 
masted steamer, thought to be the 
Mount Royal, on Monday- last off Sable 
Island, Nova Scotia. The vessel was 
about fifteen miles away on the same 
course as he was steaming, but mov- 
ing slowly. No signals were seen. As 
Capt. Webster did not know of tho 
anxiety about the Mount Royal he did 
not attempt to identify the steamer as 
he passed. 

The Mount Royal sailed from Ant- 
werp, December 5, ana was considered 
due at St. John, December IS, and is 
now 29 days out. Very heavy weather 
has been experienced since she started 
and all the liners have had severe buf- 
t'otings. The steamer is a single screw 
vessel, and if anything had happened 
to her machinery or shaft, she would 
be helpless. She is not ll'.Jted with wire- 
less telegraphic apparatus, arid may 
possibly bo making her way to port 
under a jury rig. It may be, too, that 
trouble with her machinery has been 
patched by her engine room crew and 
the steamer is proceeding slowly. Tho 
fact that a four-masted steamer of the 
Mount Royal type was sighted by the 
Lake Champlain is considered as 
strengthening this newer. 

A Halifax, N.S., despatch of yester- 
day says the Allan liner Pomeranian, 
which arrived from Havre after a tem- 
pestuous passage reported that she 
saw nothing of tho missing Mount 
Royal and steamship people at Halifax 
have practically given up all hope. 

The Mount Royal was placed on the 
Antwerp-St. John route to relieve the 
lost Mount Temple. Capt. Purcell, her 
master, Is considered a most capable 
navigator. According to Lloyd's regis- 
ter the steamer is a vessel of 8,747 
tons gross and 4,596 tons register, and 
was built by Swan & Hunter, New- 
castle, in 1S98 for the Elder Dempster 
Steamship company, which afterwards 
sold her to the Canadian Pacific com- 
pany,, when the latter concern inau- 
gurated its Atlantic service. She has 
two decks and a shelter deck and four 
masts. Her engines are triple expan- 
sion with a cylinder 28 inches by 46 
inches by 75 inches and a stroke of 54 
inches. They develop 5,000 horse power 
under natural draught. The dimensions 
of the steamship are: Length over all 
470 feet, beam 56 feet, deptli 32 feet. 



The British bark Castor did not 
proceed to Tacoma yesterday as was 
expected. The charterers, it seems, 
uro anxious to have the vessel taken 
to the sound port for repairs to bo 
made while tho ship is awaiting 
cargo, but some hitch has evidently 
occurred between them and the own- 
ers of the craft. Capt. Campbell, 
overlooker for the owners, who 1^ to 
take command of the Castor, vice 
Capt. Ross, who is going home, re- 
ceived orders on Thursday to pro- 
ceed to. Tacoma and, ordered a tug. The 
tug Lome was in readiness to take 
the vessel in tow yesterday morning 
when another cablegram was re- 
ceived instructing the. captain not to 
proceed. Meanwhile .'the bark lies 
at Esquimau at anchor awaiting fur- 
ther orders. Repairs to the vessel will 
involve an expenditure of from $5,000 
to $6,000.

I events, called at foe navy department 
I and asked Commander Rodgers for 
: charts giving the ocean depth at a 
point midway between Hawaii and 
Guam. He was furnished with the 
I maps he wanted. Pointing dramati- 
I cally to a spot which he indicated on 
the map, he said: 

"Right here is what is known as 
Nero's Hole. It was discovered some 
years ago by the collier Nero. It is 
one of tho deepest points In the Pa- 
cific. It is over five miles deep. Here, 
on July 1G next, just as dawn is break- 
ing, the sixteen battleships then in 
the Pacific, augmented by the Nebras- 
ka, Oregon and Wisconsin, will go into 
combat with tho fleet of' Japan, with 
eleven battleships and forty destroy- 
ers. The battle will last from dawn 
until noon, when every Japanese ship 
will have been sunk or disabled or be 
smoking or sunk in ruins. 

"The United States fleet wdll ho in a 
sorry plight. Ten American ships will 
1)0 sunk. Nine will be able to crawl 
back Into San Francisco. Japanese, will 
be swept from the sea and the United 
States will be crippled for years to 
come."

Goranspn, acting secretary of the 
Halibut Fishermen's Union, and the 
managers of the New England Pish 
company and the Canadian Fish com- 
pany. Tho now scale of pay gives 
halibut fishermen l cent a pound for 
all halibut caught, large or small. 

Heretofore the fishermen have been 
receiving a cent a pound for largo 
h:i.llbul-«iwl half a cent a pound" for 
small halibut. Tho two companies

Captain, His Son, and Ten of Crew 
Perished by Drowning and Mate 
Died of Exposure 

Further information regarding tho 
rescue of the survivors of the British 
bark Dundonald, posted as missing 
October 2, news of whose arrival at 
Bluff, New Zealand, in a government 
steamer which found them after nine 
months' existence in the uninhabited 
Aucklands, was given in these col- 
umns December o last, has just been 
received in advices from Chrlstchurch, 
New Zealand. The despatch says: 

After enduring many hardships, 15 
members of the crow of the British 
bark Dundonald have been rescued by 
a scientific expedition which has just 
returned from Auckland Islands. Tho 
Dundonald left Sydney on B'ebruary 7 
for Falmouth, with a' cargo of wheat. 
She was wrecked on Disappointment 
island, which is one of the outlying 
islands of tho Auckland group, on 
March 6. . Sixteen members of tho 
shipwrecked crew managed to scale 
the overhanging cliffs from the top of 
the masts of tho Dundonald, but Cap- 
tain Thorburn, his son, aged 16, and 
ten members of the crew perished by 
drowning. Tho mate, who got ashore 
with his comrades, died afterwards of 
exposure. He ' ',\va.a burled at Port 
Ross. 'til 

For nearly five months tho cast- 
aways lived on mollymawks, seals and 
roots. On July 31 the party visited 
the Auckland islands in a canvas skiff 
which they had | constructed. They 
searched for the government provision 
depot there for , nine days without 
success. A second attempt was made 
in September, however, and resulted 
in the discovery of the eagerly sought 
provisions and tho remainder of the 
castaways .were rescued in the depot 
boat. ' ■ \t 

The skiff which the sailors con- 
structed for the voyage from Disap- 
pointment island to the Aucklands was 
wonderfully made. The canvas was 
stitched with bird bones for needles, 
and the wood was shaped by means of 
fire. In this frail craft the ' voyage 
performed was a wonderful feat of 
navigation for such stormy latitudes.

To be lost in the wilds of Labrador 
was tho experience of R. Harcourt 
Spencer, a young Englishman who 
spent New Year's in Victoria, and has 
now gone south for a visit to his 
brother, who is ranching in New West- 
minster. 

It was the season following the fatal 
Hubbart expedition that Mr. Spencer 
with, a party of other gentlemen from 
St. Johns, Nfld., paid a visit to the rock 
bound coast, which has proved fatal 
to so many fishermen and seafarers. 
With Indian and halfbrced guid.es they 
made their way into the interior, and 
ultimately struck a large river in Un- 
gava, where game was very plenti- 
ful. With one guide and a friend 
Spencer ascended this stream for a 
considerable distance, and it was after 
an accident to the canoe that Spencer 
became separated from his friend, and 
getting away from the river wander- 
ed for four days subsisting on berries 
and such food as he could gather. At 
the end of that time ho succeeded in 
reaching a small stream, which proved 
to be a tributary of the larger river. 
After three days, during which ho sub- 
sisted on a few fish he was able to 
catch, he reached tho camp of a second 
party of friends, and was of course 
In safety. Though that is two 'years 
ago Mr. Spencer carries a very vivid 
recollection of the experience. 

Dominion Immigration Commissioner 
J. Obed Smith has been a visitor in tho 
city for the holiday /season. The scone 
of his, present actiylties is Vancouver, 
however. Tho provincial government 
have applied to the department for 
assistance in regulating the influx of 
aliens there. 

Mr. Smith states that the same con- 
ditions as characterise Vancouver pre- 
vail throughout Canada, as there is a 
class of new arrivals largely from 
over the border, who will not work 
even when they get the chance. As 
an instance Mr. Smith drew tho atten- 
tion of the reporter to the following 
clipping from the Winnipeg Free Press 
of December 20: 

"Another case, In which men claim- 
ed to be in search of work refused to 
take jobs offered them, is reported 
from tho city relief officer. Of tho 60 
foreigners who paraded to tho city 
hall on Monday and clamored for 
work, 14 were given notes to the fore- 
man in the city's wood yard. Extra 
axes and saws were purchased by the 
relief officer for their use, but none of 
the men turned up for work. Later 
in the day an employment agency ask- 
ed the relief department if there were 
men in sight who would go out to take 
work In the bush. 'The loaders of the 
foreigners in question were consulted, 
but they could not induce them to take 
the positions."

LABOR MEN SPEAK 
OF ARMED JAPANESE 

Heated Discussion — Commit- 
tee Appointed to Investi- 
gate Question 



Vancouver, Jan. 3. — Stirred by the 
murderous assault by the three Japa- 
nese upon the three members of the 
city firo brigade early on New Year's 
morning, the Trades and Labor coun- 
cil last night adopted a motion unique 
in the annals of Canadian cities and 
of unionism. 
After a red-hot discussion, lasting 
' half an hour, the council unanimously 
adopted this motion: 

"That a committee of three mem-' 
bers'of this council be appointed to 
investigate the question of Japanese 
residences in Vancouver. That if the 
committee finds the statement to be 
true that many of their homes are 
and have be,en miniature arsenals 
since the riot in September, and that 
the police cannot lawfully remove the 
weapons, that we, the members of the 
Trades and Labor Council, arm our 
selves for an emergency. That the 
committee also investigate the record 
of decisions by Police Magistrate Wil- 
liams in cases against the Japanese. 
If the committee finds that these de- 
pisions have been favorable to the 
Japanese, as it lias been stated they 
are, that we then demand his dismis- 
sal from office." 

This was the full effect of the mo- 
tion proposed by Delegate Pettipiece, 
who is also the organizer for "Western 
Canada of the Dominion Trades and 
Labor Congress. The discussion upon 
it reached a white heat, although all 
'one-sided, there being not a single 
dissenting voice. 

President McVety and Delegates 
Pettipiece and Cummerford volunteer- 
ed as members of the committee. They 
Will report to the next meeting of the 
council, to be held a week from next 
Thursday night. 

The mayor, the aldermen and the 
police, as well as Magistrate Williams, 
wcro all severely criticised in the dis- 
cussion of the motion. 

"Biased and incompetent," was tho 
verdict of the council in its arraign- 
ment of the magistrate. 

"They unduly favor the Japs," was 
the effect of the criticism of the po- 
lice. 

"The teeth of the mayor and the 
aldermen chatter with fear and dread 
at the Japanese. They are afraid to 
move lest they offend them. They 
have improperly allowed them to 
maintain a veritable arsenal In our 
midst." That was the substance o£ 
the caustic criticism leveled at the 
heads of the civic authorities. 

To all this there was an unbroken 
'unison of agreement in a . chorus of 
"Hear, hear!" "That's right; they 
do," and "It's time we trade unionists 
rise in protest in justice to the whole 
citizens of Vancouver." 

It was at the close of the regular 
business that Delegate Pettipiece in- 
troduced tho subject. After briefly 
preferring to the attack upon Richard 
•Frost, George Anderson and Alexander 
McDonald, he said: 

"The city has taken good care of 
the Japanese. They have been amply 
protected, and now they have been 
fully recompensed by the government 
for any damage sustained in that riot 
last September. Yet today we see our 
white citizens slashed in a murderous 
assault. I was not in Vancouver when 
the riot occurred. But in this little 
disturbance the Japanese could have 
had no ground for supposing that it 
was being repeated, because the, lire- 
men were in uniforms, as the Japa- 
nese who attacked them with their 
murderous weapons niust have seen. 

"I think it is time that the workmen 
of Vancouver rose against this kind of 
thing. Wo are harboring in this city 
the nucleus of a dangerous element 
that augurs ill to the white citizens. 
From what I understand the homes of 
many of the Japanese are arsenals, 
filled with all kinds of instruments of 
warfare, and they are only awaiting 
the slightest provocation, half an ex- 
cuse, to u.sc them. It only requires 
some little incident like this of New 



Year's morning to provoko a disturb- 
ance that may cost somo' of us our 
lives." 

Delegate Beamish recalled a time 
in Rossland when the mineowners 
made arsenals of their properties. 

"I was among a number who looked 
up' the law to see if they could legally 
do that. We got Mr. AVlnn, the pres- 
ent partner of J. A. Macdonald, K. C, 
to help us, and we found a law 
against it, a federal law, which makes 
it a serious offense to store arms and 
ammunition for an unlawful purpose. 

"So all you need to do here," he 
continued, "is to find out the houses 
that have these revolvers, knives and 
other weapons, and lay a charge under 
that law. The onus is on them l.j 
provo that they had thein there for a 
lawful purpose." 

Mr. Pettipiece— That is one of the 
duties I would propose for this com- 
mittee. If we cannot disarm them, 
by the powers of labor and unionism 
we'll arm ourselves. I certainly will 
for one. 

Several voices wore heard in excla- 
mations of approval. 

"We should arm ourselves to the 
teeth," proposed one delegate. 

In referring to the days of the 
memorable September riot, Delegate 
Beamish said: 

"A hardware merchant in this city 
told me that after the Chief of Police 
requested that no more arms be sold 
to the Orientals a Japanese offered 
him one hundred dollars for a ten- 
dollar gun." 

Criticism upon the head of the po- 
lice magistrate was here renewed.

Tapping of Seymour Creek Said to 
Ensure Supply for Population 
of 400,000

suiting engineers Hermon and Burwell 
stated that when the Seymour creek 
system was in operation the combined 
systems available for Vancouver would, 
with a minimum flow ooth in tho Sey- 
mour and Capilano, provide an ample 
supply of water for a population of 
•100,000. The How of Seymour creek 
had been taken at the canyon last 
August- and was estimated at 5,500 
miner's inches. Tho engineers' esti- 
mate of the flow at extreme low water 
was 3,000 inches, anu with the uni- 
formity of the supply in the Seymour 
by reason of the lakes at its head, 
there was little danger of a wide de 
parture from the past records. Tho 
statements as to the How of the creek 
being only 12,000 miner's inches were 
alluded to as based on error, owing 
to the fact that they were taken on 
the lower stretches, where a large por- 
tion of the water had percolated 
through the gravel bed. The drainage 
area, of the Seymour watershed was 
noted at SO square miles, and that of 
the' Capilano at 55 square miles, tho 
annual precipitation over the areas be 
ing about the same, }20 inches. 

The report noted the progress on the 
Seymour extensions, where a crib has 
been constructed at the intake, th 
sawmill put up which Is now turning 
out staves for the wooden pipe, the 
laying of part of the steel pipe on the 
lower stretch and tho distribution of 
the steel mains along the entire route. 
On this side of the inlet a tunnel has 
been constructed under the C.P.R. 
tracks at the Second Narrows, where 
the two 18-inch submerged mains will 
join the large pipe which will run to 
the reservoir. A considerableportion of 
this connecting main has been laid 
through Hastings townsjte. The reser- 
voir in Hastings which at an aljitude 
of 310 feet will have a capacity of 
25,000.000 gallons, Is ready for the ex- 1 
cavatlon. 

Two Thousand New Services. 
Vancouver, Jan. 3. — Superintendent 
Madison's report of work done in the 
city during the year, showed the great 
growth of the water department. The 
total number of services now operating 
is 11.170, and, in addition to this, 450 
services are installed before vacant 
property, ready to be connected when 
the lots are built upon. The record of 
the year's work covers 2,013 of 'these 
connections and services. 



Vancouver, Jan. 3. — Tho unexplain- 
ed arrival of three hundred Japanese 
in Vancouver today, and the prospect 
of the Influx of another twelve hun- 
dred within the next month from 
Honolulu are features of the Oriental 
situation in Vancouver today. 

Why three hundred Japanese came 
to Vancouver today, immediately 
following tho firemen's fight incident, 
Is a mystery. All morning they pour- 
ed into town from coast logging camps 
and some even from the American 
side of the boundary lino. 

The boardinghouse keepers of tho 
Japanese quarter had a busy time 
housing them. 

Tonight there is the usual crop of 
rumors that they came in view of pos- 
sible trouble, and the ofllcurs of the 
Asiatic Exclusion league aro much 
perturbed over the event. 

Tho four Japanese charged with 
attempted murder of the firemen were 
in court today and were remanded for 
a week. Bail was refused. 

Prominent Japanese aro giving, as- 
sistance In locating the perpetrators 
of the outrage, but it will be difficult 
to get other than circumstantial evi- 
dence.

IRREGULAR NOMINATIONS 

Men Named for Vancouver License 
Commission Neglect to Give 
Necessary Papers 



Vancouver, Jan. 3. — Further investi- 
gation Into the regularity of the nom- 
inations for license commissioner pre- 
sented to City Clerk McQueen yester- 
day shows that, if the point Is pressed 
that all candidates must conform to 
the same procedure as mayoralty can- 
didates regarding property qualifica- 
tions, there Is a flaw in tho nomination 
papers of all four of the candidates 
now before tho electorate. 

The demands of the charter require 
that property qualifications shall be 
attested to the city clerk through a 
certificate of the district registrar, 
covering the land ofliec records, and a 
statement of the city treasurer as to 
the assessed valuation of the property. 

George Macdonald took tho precau- 
tion of procuring the registrar's certi- 
ficate, and it was on the presentation 
of this document that tho point as to 
the necessity of property qualifications 
for the office was raised, and tho claim 
made that the other nominations were 
irregular. ' A flaw In Mr. Macdonald's 
nomination develops, however, In the 
fact that he did not accompany his 
papers by tho city treasurer's cortifl- 
cato. It would appear, therefore, that 
the entire list of candidates for the 
license commission aro In tho same 
boat as far .as regard regularity of 
nomination.

UNCERTAIN TEMPER 
OF STOCK MARKET 



Weak in Early Hours Yester- 
day and Stronger Towards 



the Close 



New York, Jan. 3. — The course of to- 
day's stoclc market was a succession oC 
backings and fillings, reflecting tha 
uncertain feeling of tlie professional cle- 
ment, which was concerned most In the 
dealings. 

Opposing considerations came Into 
play at different times, and enjoyed a 
temporary ascendant in shaping the 
course of prices. The active weakness 
of xVorthern Pacific probably had as 
as much effect on prices in general as 
any larger development in affairs. This 
stock was the market .Jamler yesterday, 
and those who boughWt then on the 
assurance that a large extra dividend 
was to be immediately forthcoming ap- 
parently had misgivings today, and sold 
out. At the sinio time the series of poor 
railroad earnings reports for November 
aroused grave apprehensions of the ulti- 
mate consequences to dividend disburse- 
ments of such a rate of inroad on tlio 
net returns. The Pennsylvania railroad 
was added to the list today. Pennsyl- 
vania earnings are always accepted as 
highly representative, owing to the 
great variety in the classes of its traf- 
fic, and a 10 per cent, decrease in the 
net earnings of this road, for that rea- 
son, makes a strong impression on tin; 
feeling towards railroad stocks in gen- 
eral. The Louisville and Nashville show- 
ing was even poorer, the met returns be- 
ing almost cut in half in November. 

Speculative support centered on Read- 
ing, and it was the rise in that stock 
that turned the market upward. The 
rapid easing of the call loan market 
was a help to the stock market. The 
call loan rate went no higher than 10 
per cent, today, and from that level re- 
ceded easily. Brokers who have handled 
funds for holders of cash seeking a pre- 
mium on currency notified their custom- 
ers today that there was n,o demand, the 
traffic having come to a definite end. 
This and the evidence In the week's 
cash movement that money had flowed 
freely to this center during the week, 
was the late strengthening influence on 
stocks. 

The stock market turned very strong 
after the- estimate of the currency move- 
ment appeared. An advance in prices of 
refined sugar had quite a pronounced 
effect on sentiment regarding the com- 
mercial and industrial situation, and a 
number of industrial stocks became 
strong, led by American sugar itself. 
A- further rise in the London price of 
copper was another Incentive of the 
rise. Rates for time loans were notably 
lower and an increasing supply of funds 
was reported. The tone of the late ad- 
vance became as uncertain as had the 
morning decline, and the ending was 
easy. 

Bonds were firm; total sales, par 
•value, $2,774,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

Lord Keepor of the National Health 

Sir Ruy Lankestcr, speaking at the 
first anniversary of what he called the 
^National Academy ' of Medicine, said: 
"Today all medical men were men of 
science. The medical art, even the 
bedside manner, was strictly guided 
by scientific knowledge. Rapidly 
within the past thirty years medicine 
had availed itself of the progress in 
every brunch of science, and had 
shown in the discoveries as to ma- 
laria, yellow fever, plague, and sleep- 
ing sickness the immense importance 
to human life of natural history stud- 
ies a.3 well as of chemistry and 
physics. A difficulty had necessarily 
arisen both as to tho education of 
medical men in all this vast area of 
science and as to the pursuit of medi- 
cal discovery by men ' who were al- 
ready fully occupied in attending to 
the sick. He advocated the training 
of the medical student in the scientific 
habit of mind, rather than the attempt 
to lit him out with, the detailed know- 
ledge of all the sciences; and, secondly, 
the definite establishment of a large 
and important branch o£ the medical 
profession, supported by the State, and 
devoted to discovery and investigation 
in the causes and treatment of disease, 
rather than to ordinary medical prac- 
tice. The effort to combine both was 
often made, but it was too great a 
strain and dangerous to the life of 
those who made it, The legal prol'es- 
sionjiad long ago established itself as 
a part of the state machinery. Why 
should there not be a lord protector of 
the national health as well as a Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal or a Lord 
Chancellor?"

Allenstein, lEust Prussia, Jan. 3. — 
The confession made by Capt. Von 
Goeben that lie killed Major Von 
Schoenbeck, a brother ottieer, on 
Christmas day, is a rather dramatic 
recital of murder. According to it 
Von Goeben dined with Major Von 
Schoenbeck and his wife in their 
house on Christmas night. Consider- 
able wine was drunk, and the party 
had a jolly time. After saying- good- 
night, the Captain pretended to leave 
the house. He slammed the front 
door, but did not go out. Ho then 
stole upstairs to the Major's room, 
where ho put on a mask. 

The Major entered shortly after, and 
hearing a suspicious rustling in the 
darkness called "who is there?" Von 
Goeben then sprang up and said to 
the major: "I want to speak with 
you." Von Schoenbeck did not reply, 
but drew his 'revolver and endeavored 
to shoot, the cartridge missed fire. 
Von Goeben drew his own revolver 
and shot the Major down. He then- 
left the house noiselessly by means 
of a key which had been previously 
given him by Mrs. Schoenbeck. 

'J\he confession is in no sense com- 
plete for it is evident Von Goeben 
is endeavoring to shield the wife of 
the JUajor. . .The evidence gathered by 
the commissary of police, however, 
completes the story. Von Goeben, 
who was in uniform at the time of 
the shooting, seemingly returned to 
his barracks and changed his uniform 
for civilian clothing. He was observed 
by a sentry later re-entering Major 
Schoonbeck's house, presumably to ar- 
range some matters with the wife of 
the ■ murdered- man. The commissary 
has become possessed of certain cor- 
respondence exchanged between Von 
Goeben and Mrs. Von Schoenbeck be- 
fore and after the crime, and from 
these letters he deduces that there 
was a complete understanding be- 
tween them. 



Von Goeben broke down when the 
commissary showed him this corres- 
pondence and confessed. He told 
where he had bought the pistol with 
which he did the killing, and said he 
had purchased the mask the day be- 
fore, remarking casually that It was 
for a masked ball. This mask, or 
rather its ashes, has since been dis- 
covered in the stove of Von Goeben's 
room. 

Berlin, Jan.' 2.— The murder of Majdr 
Von Schoenbeck by Capt. Von Goeben, 
has created a sensation in army cir- 
cles. The Minister of War has re- 
ceived full reports of the crime, and 
has himself arranged for the court 
martial of the murderer.

The San Francisco Examiner of 
Sunday last contains the following ref- 
erence to George Collins, the proceed- 
ings for whose extradition created 
such a stir in Victoria a few years ago. 

Out in the Ingleslde county jail, the 
companion of petty thieves and vaga- 
bonds,' a man, probably more thor- 
oughly versed in the technicalities of 
the law than any other in the state of 
California, is awaiting transportation 
to San Quentln. 

His name Is George D. Collins, and 
lie is a convicted perjurer, whoso only 
hope of escaping the service of four- 
teen years in the penitentiary hangs on 
j the slender thread of a favorable de- 
cision from the supreme court of the 
United States. 

Collins was born July 4, 18G4. 
Strange, a man whose birthday is co- 
Incident with that of the republic, 
should have reached such an end. Ho 
committed bigamy, and then perjury; 
he violated all the canons of friend- 
ship by basely fleeing, while a jury to 
try him was being linpanneled, leav- 
ing his bondsmen to make good his 
defection. 

Although Collins' parents were peo- 
ple in a humble walk of life, he was 
given a liberal' education. When ho 
had decided to study law he entered 
Hastings and graduated with honors in 
IS85, 21 years old. 

Marriage Fully Proved 
George D. Collins was married to 
Charlotte E. Newman, May 15, 1889. 
There is no doubt of it. ThU fact was 
established by the Rev. M. D. Connolly, 
who performed the ceremony; by At- 
torney Thomas K Curran, who knew 
the contracting parties; by William 
Henry and Florence Newman, broth- 
ers' and sister of the wife; and it was 
attested by the marriage license itself, 
which bore mute witness to Collins' 
perfidy. - ■ 

Collins' story was that he had mar- 
rjod Agnes Newman by contract in 
November, 1SS8, and that the ceremony 
performed in 1SSD joined him to her by 
the law of the church, in addition to 
the law of the state. 

Defense Lacks Support. 
Collins had only himself to uphold 
his statements. Agnes was^dead. 
James Mulcahey, whom Collins said 
he had told he was going to marry 
Agnes on the day of the wedding with 
Charlotte, had passed away. Against 
his unsupported word was the testi- 
mony of reliable witnesses, the affida- 
vits of the marriage license office, 
signed by himself, the record of St. 
John's Parish., the certificate of the 
priest at the wedding, the memorial 
of the wedding given to the bride by 
the priest and last, the wedding ring 
of Charlotte. 

In May, 1005, Calling was married to 
Clarice McCurdy in Chicago. He and 
wife No. 2 as she came to be called, 
returned to San Francisco and put up 
at the Palace Hotel. In the same 
month he was- indicted by the Grand 
Jury for bigamy. Then began the long 
fight that Collins has waged ever 
since. v * 

Collins has applied six limes to be 
admitted to ball and twenty-two times 
for habeas corpus. His petitions have 
ranged from the Superior to the 
Federal courts. 

Collins' Fight for Freedom. 
Here is the list, chronologically com- 
plied, of Collins' dealings v.'ith the 
courts growing out of his present 
plight: 

June 28, 1005— Applied to the United 
States circuit court for release on ha- 
beas corpus. Petition denied and pris- 
oner remanded. 

January 2, 1906— Applied- to the su- 



May 2G, 1906— Applied to Superior 
Judge Carroll Cook for habeas corpus. 
Petition denied and prisoner remand- 
ed 

June 4, 1900 — Applied to Superior 
Judge Soawcll for habeas, corpus. De- 
nied and prisoner remanded. 

June 21, 1906 — Applied to supreme 
court for writ of mandate to compel 
Superior Judge Dunne to allow him 
to practice law in his department.

October, 1907 — Application to Judge 
Ross of the United States Court of 
Appeal for habeas corpus denied in 
chambers. 

November 8, 1907 — Secured writ of 
error from the Supreme Court of the 
State. Case now pending In Washing- 
ton to be heard next month. On this 
writ rests Collins' last hope. 

November 30, .1907— Petition for a 
hearing of his appeal denied by the 
State Supreme Court. 

December 23, 1907— Applied to 
United States District Court for ha- 
beas corpus. Matter to be argued be- 
fore court December 30. 

In all cases Collins' petitions for ha- 
beas corpus were based on the asser- 
tion that he was extradited on one 
charge and . tried on another, in vio- 
lation of the treaty rights of Great 
Britain and the United States. He 
now has a writ of error pending in 
Washington, and a petition for habeas 
corpus is to be heard December 30 in 
the Federal court here. This is his 
last hope.- 

Brought Back From Canada. 
Collins went to trial in the Superior 
Court of San Francisco in June, 1905, 
before Judge Lennon of a neigboring 
county, as he declared Judge Lawlor, 
of the department to which his case 
was assigned, was prejudiced against 
him. A jury had been partlv impan- 
eled and Collins was granted a con- 
tinuance. He was out on ball. He

THE OXYRHYNCHUS GOSPEL. 

Translation of Fragment Found by 
Grenfell and Hunt Just Published. 

London, January 1. — There has just 
been published for the Egypt Explor- 
ation Fund a translation of the frag- 
ment of the uncanonieal Gospel dis- 
covered at Oxyrhynchus in December, 
1905. The translation is made by Dr- 
C.renfoll and Dr. Hunt, tho archaeolo- 
gists, who date the fragment as about 
200 A.D. 

This new Gospel mainly consists of 
a conversation between Christ and aj 
chief priest in the temple at Jerusa- 
lem. The episode is dramatic in char- [ 
aeter, and in its general outline sug- 
gests Matthew, xv., 1 -20. and Mafk.Vil., 
1 _ 2^5 in which the Pharisees reproach/ 
Jesus because his disciples did not] 
wash their hands when they ate bread. 

The fragment begins with the con-j 
elusion of a speech by Jesus to His 
disciples exerting them to avoid the 
example of certain wrongdoers, and 
warning them of the penalties which 
are in store tor wrongdoing In this 
world and the next. It runs as fol- 
lows; — 

» • * before he docs wrong' 
makes all manner of subtle excuse. 
But give heed lest ye also suffer tho 
same things as they, for the evil- 
doers among men receive their reward 
not among the living only, but also 
await punishment and much torment. 

"And Ho took them and brought 
them into the vetry place of purifica- 
tion; and was walking It) tho temple. 

"And' a certain Pharisee, a chief 
priest, whose name was Levi (?), met 
them and said, to tjt© Saviour, 'Who 
gave Thee leave to walk In this place 
of purification and to see these holy 
vessels, when Thou hast, not washed, 
nor vet have Thy disciples bathed 
their' feet? But defiled Thou hast 
walked in this temple, which is a pure 
place, wherein no other man walks 
except he has washed himself and 
changed his garments, neither does 
he venture to see these holy vessels. . 

"And the Saviour straightway stood 
still with his disciples and answered 
him, 'Art thou, then, being here In the 
temple, clean,' 

"Ho salth unto Him, 'I tun clean ; 
for I washed In the pool of David, and 
having descended by one stalrcuso I 
ascended by another, ttnd I put on

Japs Never Take Cold 

With the approach of chilly weather 
people are becoming fearful lest they 
should take cold after a hot bath, but 
this opinion is unable to reconcile itself 
with the immunity of the Japanese from 
colds. The ordinary bath consists of a 
large wooden tub, oval in shape and fit- 
ted witli a cover. Before he enters the 
tub the bather thoroughly lathers him- 
self from head to foot and washes tho 
suds off by means of a wooden ladle or 
dipper. He ithen sits In the tub, im- 
mersed up to the chin, for several min- 
utes, enduring a degree of heat by which 
a European would be well nigh par- 
boiled. When Japan first began to study 
the method of western nations the ex- 
cessive heat of the baths wus strongly 
condemned and a law was made that the 
water in the public baths should be 
only moderately heated. This caused 
great discontent, so a committee com- 
posed of European and Japanese medical 
men was appointed to decide the ques- 
tion. The. verdict was In favor of the 
national custom, which was pronounced 
to be not only harmless but beneficial. 
The high temperature of the water was 
said to open the pores of the skin 
thoroughly, even without the use of 
soap, and a healthy action of the skin 
and cleanliness were secured which it 
was impossible to get with any amount 
of washing in cold or so-called hot 
baths. — Chicago Tribune.
